A 11 Illiuoin C yclone. 
< HU’A'iO, May 7th.—The region between 
the towns of Ringwood and McHenry, in 
McHenry county, about ten miles front 
Woodstock, 111.,’ was visited by a cycloni 
this afternoon, which resulted most dis, 
astrouslv to the farmers in the small terri­ 
tory where the fury of the wind spent 
itselt. Three persons were killed outright, 
others were seriously injured and the des­ 
truction to property was proportionately 
large. Trees bent before the blast like 
grain. and the smaller ones were snapped 
in pieces or twisted from the earth by the 
roots. The air was tilled with Hying 
limbs, pieces of boards and other objects. 
A frame barn in process of erection re­ 
ceived the full force of the cyclone. Four 
men were working on it at the time, two 
being on the roof and two on the second 
floor. The bam was lifted from i‘. i>>'nida­ 
tion, turned half round and then worked 
into a mass of broken joists, lieams and 
boards. The two men who were on the 
roof were burled a distance of thirty feet 
and were dead when found, i >ne who was 
inside was crushed to death under the tim­ 
bers and the fourth was badly bruised. 
A liraui H ew itt's Library Injured. 
N ew Y o r k, May 7th.—The large and 
valuable library of Congressman Abram S. 
Hewitt was almost entirely destroyed by 
fire, water and smoke yesterday at his resi­ 
dence on Lexington avenue. About 4 
o'clock a fire was discovered in the book­ 
cases, and when the firemen arrived the 
library was on fire everywhere, and the 
building in danger. The flames were under 
control in five minutes, but to put out the 
fire it became necessary to tear out tlie con­ 
tents of the bookcases and pour water on 
the piles of smoldering books. The library 
was knee deep in books reduced to pulp 
and ashes. 
The library wa3 rich in 
economical :*nl statistical wo:'.s. and they, 
with a complete collection of Congressional 
reports and reports on trade and com­ 
merce of foreign Governments, were al­ 
most entirely destroyed. The value of the 
library was estimated at iron. $15,000 to 
$25,000. The family are now in Wash­ 
ington. Mr. Hewitt’s house is the same in 
which old Peter Cooper spent the la-t years 
of his life, and where lie died. The ven­ 
erable philanthropist left his entire library 
to his son-in-law, Mr. Hewitt, and con­ 
tained the school-books of Peter when he 
was a boy in the eighteenth century, and a 
large number of books of his first indi­ 
vidual purchases, dating back to 1707. Be­ 
sides Mr. Cooper’s library, Mr. Hewitt had 
a most valuable and complete collection of 
law and other books, many ot which were 
wholly destroyed or badly damaged.

Tewfik Bey, 
the Turkish Minister, when he departed 
hence to-day, took with him all members 
of the staff of tlie Turkish Legation, and 
caused all liis and their personal effects to 
be removed.

The Russiati 
Ministers did not leave when the other 
Ministers departed, not having been in­ 
structed to do so. Tlie Peleponesian army 
has been ordered to Thessaly. The move­ 
ments of the Turkish army threaten to 
make Thessaly the scene of the first war­ 
like operations. The indications now point 
to a Turkish advance by way of Larissa. 
The Greek reserves at Voto and Yalestino 
have been pushed to the front. The regi­ 
ment designated as the King's escort is 
ready to start for the front. The Govern­ 
ment lias announced its intention of de­ 
fending Greek territory against any and all 
advances by foreign soldiers. 
I SECOND DISPATCH.1 
A th en s, May 7th.—Two battalions of the 
Athens garrison have already started for 
the frontier. The soldiers went out with 
great enthusiasm. They will embark at 
Laurium in order to avoid blockaders sta- 
tationed to cover the other water routes.

For instance, the 
statement was never made anywhere, at 
any time, by any member of tiie California 
Fruit Union, that said Union had or would 
have supreme control of all or any part of 
the fruits of Natonia Company, but that 
whatever amount of the fruits of the Na­ 
tonia Company were consigned to Eastern 
markets would be through the California 
Fruit Union and to its agents. 
The facts arc, that the California Fruit 
I nion does not pretend to have control of 
one pound of the fruits of its members. 
Theyarefreetodispose of their fruits, by 
sale or otherwise, as best suits their several 
wishes and necessities. 
As for the con tract with Porter Bros. Co., 
I would refer any and all who desire to ex­ 
amine or criticise it, to the copy of the 
Pacific Rural Press of March 27th (page 308), 
and ask them not to take for granted any­ 
thing stated by anyone that differs from 
their own version of the English language, 
except by getting legal definitions from un­ 
prejudiced lawyers. They should also re­ 
member that tlie members of the California 
Fruit Union have a!! the freedom claimed 
for the Sacramento Fruit-shippers’ Asso­ 
ciation by It. D. Stephens in the article re­ 
ported, except it is a Union for producers, 
and therefore does not admit competitors 
except under light restrictions. 
Preferring that the fruit-shipping specu- 
lators-should (as they have) form ail organ­ 
ization of their owii, I believe this is all 
the notice necessary to take of this matter, 
and will say no more at present. I leave 
it with the good judgment of the fruit­ 
growers to determine whom their friends 
are.

Tlie Stanford Stock Sale. 
California has won another triumph in 
the sale of stock froir the Pajo Alto ranch. 
It was a daring experiment to send over a 
hundred young trotters across the Continent 
to take the chances of the New York 
market, but Senator Stanford’s confidence 
in the result has been justified. The prices 
obtained for the forty-seven animals sold 
yesterday astonished the Eastern experts, 
ami warranted the assertion that for un­ 
developed stock the event was the greatest 
sale on record. The fame of the Blue 
Grass regions lias already given way to 
that of California in the matter oí fine 
horses as well as of pretty girls. The credit 
for tlie rapid rise in the reputation of this 
coast as a breeding ground for choice racers 
is largely due to Senator Stanford. We have 
other enthusiastic connoisseurs, whose 
names are feared on Eastern tracks, but in 
the consistent efforts to gain perfection, 
without regard to trouble or monev, no es­ 
tablishment has equaled the Palo Alto 
ranch. Its work has been a model which 
has set the standard of excellence for the 
whole State. 
It seems ratner selfish for us to be wish­ 
ing everything, but just as the United 
States, with its universal resources, be­ 
grudged Switzerland its one poor little in­ 
dustry of watch-making, so California was 
not satisfied with producing everything 
else so long as there was a single State that 
excelled her in a single thing. Kentucky 
cannot furnish oranges, or raisins, or 
olives, or champagne, but she can raise 
fairly good horses, and we have beaten her 
at that. And there is no reason why we 
should not. Surely no region could be 
better adapted to such an industry than 
that around our bay. In the East, when 
people go where the winters are not too 
cold, they find the summers too hot. Here 
we find all the special advantages of every 
part of 2,000.000 square miles of territory 
concentrated into a little district convenient 
to the city, the sea and the railroads. The 
bay of San Francisco will ultimately and 
perhaps before very long, be the head­ 
quarters for dealers in fine stock through­ 
out the world.—[S. F. Post.

V agaries About Sleep. 
A recent writer, in speaking of the ques­ 
tion of how many hours in the twenty-four 
should he given up to slee p, expresses him­ 
self with more common sense than usually 
characterizes the professional writers upon 
subjects similar to this. He savs that if a 
person needs nine hours sleep lie ought to 
t:iKe it. hut that ir ¡.- possible to get along 
with only eight. This will probably shock 
some peoplg who think that a man who 
lies in beti more than seven hours is adrone 
and a sluggard. At one time the world 
was all awry on the subject of sleep, but 
particularly with regard totbe hours of ris­ 
ing and retiring. It has been declared over 
and over again tlint an hour ot sleep before 
midnight is wo: tli two alter midnight. Of 
course there is no sense in this, for no 
man not engaged in manual labor will 
he tired enough to sleep before II o'clock, 
at the earliest, it he is at all intellectual in 
his pursuits. But it the theorists were cor­ 
rect a man would by refusing to go to sleep 
before 11 or 12 throw awav the verv best 
part of the night. These cranks would have 
a man go to bed at 9 o'clock and get up at 
4 in the morning. They are of kin to the 
people who used to say that "he who 
would thrive must rise at 5. but that lie 
who has thriven may lie till 7.” The only 
sound philosophy for a man who is able to 
regulate his life as he pleases is to go to bed 
when he is tired and sleepy and get up 
when lie feels refreshed. As for the non­ 
sense that a full-grown man should go to 
bed at 9 o’clock in the evening whether he 
be tired or not, it is a notorious fact that a 
man’s best intellectnal labor is done at 
night rather than in the day time. The 
trutli of this is expressed in all that the 
world for years has said of the students 
who burn the midnight oil. The truth 
about these the ories is that they were got­ 
ten up hy some persons years ago who 
found them e -nvenient as rides of life. 
Since then they have been handed down 
from generation to generation by people 
who thought that by repealing them they 
established their own claim to be consid­ 
ered wise. The latter are the direct de­ 
scendants of the people of whom St. I’aul 
complained more than 1.800 years ago as 
the publishers of old wives’ fables.—[Den­ 
ver Tribune. 
A R ich M in e in S iskiyou County.—De 
Forrest last week made a milling test of 
eight pounds of rock from tlie Carson & 
Snyder mine on Squaw creek. The sam­ 
ple was taken from the end of the lower 
tunnel, at a depth of 150 teet. The yield 
was at the rate of $2.080 75 a ton in gold. 
Another sample of rive ounces, milling 
test, yielded at the rate of $17.875 per ton. 
The above is a milling test for free gold. 
The sulphurets from the ore averaged 20 
per cent, and assays $2,085 60 in gold and 
$37 50 in silver. There is a clay seam in 
the vein at this depth, about four inches in 
width, which samples from $30,000 to 
$50,000 a ton in free gold. How extensive 
this rich body of ore is the bovs have not 
yet determined, but suffice it ‘to say they 
see enough in sight to yield a handsome 
sum. 
'he rest of the oré in sight, exposed 
by a 150 foot tunnel, samples by a fire assay 
$34 77 a ton, and it is safe to say will mill 
with very little sorting $25 a ton'. If this is 
not a magnificent showing for a valuable 
mine, we would like to know what is.

C. Parker, is also sus­ 
pected of poisoning her husband, nephew 
and Mrs. á. C. Britton. Their bodies have 
been exhumed. Mrs. Nason stood well 
sociallj’. and there is no known cause for 
the supposed crime. 
An association of 200 East Buffalo sew­ 
ing girls are reported to have adopted a 
resolution condemning Miss Folsom’s 
action in buying her trousseau in Europe, 
while the same work could be done as well 
in Buffalo and much cheaper. The girls 
threaten to oppose any political aspirations 
the President may have in the future. 
One of the heaviest rain-storms ever 
known in that section took piace at Spring­ 
field, Mo., Thursday afternoon, doing a 
vast amount of damage, both in the town 
and the surrounding country.

And why hire fingers in France or Ger­ 
many to weave them into baskets for us 
when we can do the work equally well.” 
F ish as Food. 
We quote from the "Chemistry ol Food,” 
by Prot. W. O. Atwater, Middletown, Conn.: 
Fish, as found In the markets, generally 
contain more refuse, bone, skin, etc., than 
meats. With tlie larger proportion of both 
reluse and water, tlie proportions of nutri­ 
ents, though variable, are usually much 
less than meats. Thus a sample of flounder 
contained sixty-seven per cent, of refuse, 
tweiity-eiglu of water, and only five per 
cent, of nutritive substance, while the 
salmon averaged twenty-three, the salt cod 
twenty-two, and the salt mackerel thirty- 
six percent, of nutrients. The nutrients 
in meats ranged from thirty per cent, in 
beef to forty-six in mutton, and eighty- 
seven and a half in very fat pork (bacon). 
The canned fish compare very favorahly 
with the meats. It is worth noting that 
the nutrients in fresh codfish, in oysters 
and in milk, ail were nearly the same in 
amount—about twelve and a half per cent., 
though differing iu kind ami proportions. 
I wish to call attention to two more 
things concerning the composition of fish : 
First, the chief difference between tlie Hesh 
of fish and ordinary meals is, that the fish 
generally contains less fat and more water. 
The fat contained in the meats is, in the 
llesli, retained toa considerable extent by 
water. On this account the flesh of fish 
lias generally a lower nutritive value, pound 
for pound, than ordinary meats. Fish, as 
v/e buy them, Lave the further disadvant­ 
age in comparison with meats, that they 
contain larger percentages of refuse bone, 
skin, entrails, etc., than meats. Second, on 
the other hand, in the flesh of most fish, 
the nutritive material is nearly ail protein. 
That is to say, fish supply the ingredient of 
food which is the most important, the most 
expensive of all.

W illow Culture. 
A good opportunity for opening up a 
large 6eld for useful and profitable industry 
may be lound in the culture of the willovv, 
which grows luxuriantly in many parts of 
California. The New York ludejtmdeut of 
recent date says : “ Considerable attention 
has been turned of late, in this country, to 
the cultivation of the basket willows and 
their manufacture. That a desirable and 
promising industry is-opened to us in this 
direction is indicated by the fact that we 
import willow rod and baskets ready made 
to the amount of more than $300,000 a year. 
The cultivation of the willows and their 
manufacture is simple and easy, and may 
be carried on successfully with very limi­ 
ted capital on any scale, large or small. 
They are readily propagated from cuttings 
about a foot in length, taken from well- 
ripened roots, and set in the ground in a 
slanting direction, and to such a depth as 
to be nearly or quite covered with earth.

So i.uhle < vnnkd G oods.—An Indianapo­ 
lis inventor disclosesadiseovery that threat­ 
ens to revolutionize the canning industry ; 
he proposes that the can shall not be tin or 
glass or earthenware. Neither shall it be 
a loss to the purchaser. The can or cover­ 
ing shall, in fact.be a part of the goods con­ 
tained. Suppose peaches arc to lie put up. 
Instead of a can which, when emptied, is 
good f)ir filling upan alley hole, or to throw 
at a tomcat, the inventor lias provided an 
impervious gelatine case. It is as clear as 
glass, clean, hard and wholesome. The 
peaches arc put up in the can uncooked, 
without sweetening. In the gelatine cover 
an amount of sugar ami whatever other 
seasoning matter may be desired, propor­ 
tioned to the amount of the contents, has 
been dissolved. The consumer buys a can. 
It comes neatly wrapped in tissue paper! 
Hu unwraps it, sees through the transpa­ 
rent cover that the contents are clear and 
pure looking, that the can is full, and that 
be has not been swindled. He takes it 
home; noliiiger-smaslnng, profanity breed­ 
ing. can-opener, is required. Can, contents 
and all are thrown into the pot. The can 
dissolves, and as it melts away contributes 
to the bulk of its contents and imparts to 
them the desired sweetness ami delicious 
flavor. Here, then, is the perfection and 
simplicity in cheapness and desirableness 
of goods canned.—[Press and Horticultu­ 
rist. 


E ffe c t o f A ir and YV atkr on M e ta ls.— 
Some researches of a valuable nature iiave 
been made by a French metallurgist into 
the comparative oxidizability of east-iron, 
steel and soft iron under the influences of 
moist air. sea water and acidulated water. 
YY’ith moist air it was found that in twenty 
days the steel plates lost from three 
grammes to four grammes for every two 
square decimeters of surface ; chrome steel 
^rusted more and tungstated steel less than 
the ordinary carbureted steel; cast-iron lost 
only about half as much as the steel anti 
spicgeleisen less than grey iron. Sea water 
dissolves iron rapidly and acts upon it more 
powerfully than on steel; most powerfully 
of all upon spiegeleisen. In nine days the 
steel plates with two square decimeters of 
surfuce lost from one gramme to two 
grammes, while phosphorized iron lost 
five grammes and spiegeleisen seven. 
Tempered steel was less affected than the 
same steel twice annealed ; soft steel less 
than chrome steel, and tungstated steel less 
than the ordinary steel with the same pro­ 
portion of carbon. Acidulated water dis­ 
solves cast-iron much more rapidly than 
steel. 


H om e-made H o m in y.—Make a strong lv 
from wood ashes enough to cover th® 
amount of corn wanted. Put on the stov; 
and boil until the hulls slip off readily ’ 
then pour the whole into enough cold wa­ 
ter to keep from burning the hands, and 
rub until free of hulls. Boil and wash a 
number of times until clean and free from 
lye. Towards the last drain it and till up 
w ith boiling water, and boil until the ker­ 
nels become so tender that they swell and 
break open. Suit yourself about that, how­ 
ever. Lovely hominy has been made from 
concentrated lye, but we should never r. e- 
ommend it, for unless great care is taken it 
will injure the stomach. Home-made hotn- 
iny is healthier. YY’e knew a man who had 
the dyspe[>sia so bad that medicine was 
powerless to help him. After living on a 
hominy diet for a year he was a well man.

FULL TEXT OF SENATOR STAN­ 
FORD’S SPEECH. 


IloR ulaiioii o?' C om m erce an d C arri­ 
ers—P rice o f L abor A ffected — 
B arrin g R ig h t o f C om petition. 


The Conyrotio-ml Uecord just received 
furnishes us the full text of Senator Stan­ 
ford's speech in the United States Senate, 
delivered pending the consideration of the 
interstate commerce hill, on April 2dth. it 
is as follow s: 
Mr. President, I desire to occupy the at­ 
tention of the Senate briefly in explanation 
o f what I believe to he t lie principles in­ 
volved in the hill under consideration. 
This bill purports to be an Act to regulate 
commerce between the different States. 
1 
have read it with a good deal o f care, and I 
do nut find anything in it that regulates 
commerce. 
Everything in it is as to the 
carrier only. 
The word commerce has a 
well-defined meaning. 
It means trade, 
barter, interchange of commodities, with 
which the carrier in the transaction of his 
legitimate business has no concern what­ 
ever. 
I therefore think the title of the bill 
ought to be changed to express its true 
meaning, and, instead of reading “ A bill to 
regulate commerce,” it should be “ A bill 
to regulate carriers.” 
If it were a bill to regulate shippers and 
owners, whose material the carrier moves, 
the title would he more appropriate. 
I 
m ay be told perhaps that tiieie are judicial 
decisions that the regulation of the carrier 
is the regulation of commerce, but here 
when we propose legislation it is entirely 
legitimate to discuss the question as to the 
original matter and to determine it upon 
the principles which seem to be involved. 
There is a great difference between 
Tit H POSSESSION OK A POWER AM) ITS EX ERCI3E. 
O f course the Constitution plainly gives 
Congress the right to regulate commerce be­ 
. tween the States. 
lint as the carrier has 
nothing to do with the control of the ship­ 
m ent o f goods, wares and merchandise, 
witii their ultimate disposal or destination, 
therefore regulating him or determining the 
price he may receive for his services can 
have no relation in determining the com­ 
merce between States. 
As a national ques­ 
tion why should the price fixed for carry­ 
ing freight across a non-physical line be­ 
tween the States be different from what is 
charged for the same service on either side 
of that line? 
W ould it not he making of 
our State lines more or less obstacles to free 
intercourse? 
Would it not he converting 
every State line into som ething very near 
akin to a frontier? 
What do my friends 
say who have been always so anxious to 
claim that we are o f right one great family 
w ith free bnsines3 intercourse between our­ 
selves ; and what do my State rights friends 
say to the general Government interfering 
and controlling their local institutions? 
it 
has been said that 
THE RIGHT TO BROCEATE THE R.ULROAU CAR­ 
RIER 
Is peculiar in that the corporation operat­ 
ing the railroad is the creature of the State. 
If there is anything in this argument it can 
not apply here 111 Congress, as < '< ingress has 
had nothing whatever to do with creating 
the corporation. 
Its existence is entirely 
by virtue of State laws, and lias under those 
laws the right only to operate within the 
jurisdiction of the State. 
Of course I ex­ 
cept som e Pacific roads. 
It is pertinent for 
us to inquire into the wisdom o f this kind 
o f legislation, assum ing that the authority 
Jor it exists. 
The right of association is 
a natural one, ami it is the duty of the na­ 
tional and State Legislatures to aid that 
natural right, and that I contend is what 
legislation by the various States providing 
tor the incorporation o f railroad companies 
has done. The incorporation is made by 
individual incorporators as much as a part­ 
nership between individuals is established 
by the partners themselves. The character 
of railroad investment as compared with 
others is set forth by the fact that States 
can and do exercise 
THE RIGHT OK EMINENT DOMAIN 
in order that railroads may be constructed. 
The State cannot exercise this right for the 
benefit of the raiiroads. 
It only exercises 
it because the investment is of that pecu­ 
liarly beneficial character to the public that 
it mag- be said to be a public good. 
The 
rule is, more-over, that the railroad compa­ 
nies m ust pay individuals deprived of the 
control of their property- under the right of 
eminent domain whatever be the value of 
that property. 
The State pays nothing. 
Now, then, if the investment in railroads 
is so beneficial to the public, why should 
not the investors be permitted to reap the 
same full rewards of the wisdom of their 
investm ent and of their industry and the 
management and direction thereof though 
the sam e capital, the same wisJom and 
the same industry had been employed in a 
business so much less important to the in­ 
terests of the State that the State could not. 
if solicited, exercise the right o f eminent 
domain in its behalf? 
In discussing this question o f the right to 
regulate railroad fares and freights in a 
manner which will necessarily impair the 
earning capacity o f these roads we should 
not forget that the investments were made 
by individuals, 
it the railroads are so im ­ 
portant to the public, surely- these individ­ 
ual investors ought not to be discour­ 
aged by the apprehension that the value of 
their investment may be lessened by ad­ 
verse legislation. 


THE TRICK OF LAHOR INVOLVED. 
I- urthermore, inasmuch as labor enters 
verv largely in the construction «if railroads 
and continues in their operation, any at­ 
tempt on the part o f Congress to fix the 
rates o f railroad companies tends to fix the 
price of labor. 
Further, in nil these efforts 
at regulation 1 find no protection to the 
railroad companies, no guarantee against 
impairment of income. Therefore if legis­ 
lation interferes to decrease income surely 
the value of the property is affected to the 
extent of the diminution of the income. 
This is taking property without compensa­ 
tion. 
It is confiscation. 
I think there 
never has been a hill introduced into any 
Legislature purporting to regulate railroads 
against which the owners of the roads did 
not find occasion to protest on the ground 
that it dim inished tiie ineome-pniduciug 
quality of their property. 
Now. then, the investm ent beiug legiti­ 
mate, and a desirable one, as is established 
by the exercise o f em inent domain not in 
belialt of the railroad company, for the 
State h is no right to do that, but in behalf 
of the people, anil the ¡state being justified 
in regarding railroads as public benefits, 
w hy should they after their completion 
have less protection from the laws than 
other property, or why should they be 
made the objects o f direct and injurious 
legislation ? 
And in this connection 1 
think it proper to remark that railroads 
have no legal monopoly of business, since 
they have no exclusive"privileges. 


RIGHT OF COMPETITION DENIED. 
Practically this bill denies to tiic various 
railroad companies the right of com peti­ 
tion. 
It precludes the shippers from reap­ 
ing their righttul advantage of competition, 
and causes to them and to the railroad com ­ 
panies absolute loss. 
If the low rates for 
the long distance means a reduction for the 
shorter, the carrier m ust subm it to a loss 
from the usual rates on the shorter dis­ 
tance. or else abandon the business at the 
competing points. Under the force o f com­ 
petition the carriers are often compelled to 
take business over their roads long dis­ 
tances at lower rate than they receive for 
shorter distances. 
No railroad would do 
this if the rate to he charged was a matter 
under its control. For this reason rates are 
oftentimes below the average cost of trans­ 
portation, and freight o f a low value in the 
market is often moved at less than average 
C?St'. 
P " ’? ra,es. it they pay anything 
above the direct expenses consequent uiion 
movement, aid to sustain the railroads and 
the better enable them to move the traffic 
at non-competing points. 
Railroad com­ 
panies can not ignore the various circum­ 
stances that establish competition, much of 
which depends on the geographical condi­ 
tion of the country. The shipper for a 
short distance is not charged more, but the 
skipper for a iong distance is charged less 
because the carriers can not help them ­ 
selves. 
A ll will admit that no legitimate enter­ 
prises should be discouraged, particularly 
those that add most to the convenience 
and comfort o f the neople, and to the 
wealth, strength and dignity of the nation.

The result was that, when not more 
than three tumblerfuls of hot tea bad been 
swallowed, it was found that digestion had 
progressed just as well as without it. hut a 
larger quantity of hot lea appeared dis­ 
tinctly to retard the digestive process. The 
second group of patients were given a meal 
similar to what they had had before, but 
hot. On exam ining the contents of their 
stomachs no difference could be detected 
between the rate of digestion of hot and 
! cold food. The author found that by paint­ 
ing the pharynx with n five-per-cebt. solu­ 
tion of hydrochlorate o f cocaine the tube 
passed easily and quickly.—[Lancet.

The quickest and surest way is to take the 
throttle iever away. 
It is easily carried off 
under one's coat. 
It will lequire two days’ 
work and $15 in cash to replace it. 
The 
steam gauges are sometimes knocked off 
and the water-glass with its fittings de­ 
stroyed, whetf the engine is “ no good.” 
Again the eccentric links may be taken off 
the valve stems, when the engine is dead, 
the favonte war.when an engine is on the 
road, is to put out the fire, open the blow­ 
, c o , which you see standing out from 
the side of the fire-box, under the cab, and 
let out ail the water. 
Then the engine 
must be hauled to the nearest tank and 
filled up before she can be again fired up. 
In killing engines the strikers remove such 
of the parts as will require the longest tim e 
to replace, and very likely at the sam e time 
let the water all out of the boilers.

A New Destrnctive Pest. 
The R ecord-U nion has sought to give 
as m uch information as possible for the 
benefit of its readers upon the various in­ 
sect pects which infest California or appear 
upon the coast.

Palatine, and found that bis premises had 
been almost com pletely destroyed by white 
ants, a species very uncommon in Ameri­ 
ca, but very sim ilar to the white ants in 
India and Africa. The insects first attacked 
an outdoor cellar, working on the under­ 
side of tlie root and the inside o f the walls. 
Their working is confined to the woodwork, 
and they so hollowed out the roof and sides ¡ 
of the cellar that it collapsed. 
From the 
cellar they spread to the residence, and 
have completely ruined a good apart o f the 
building. 
Here they worked through the 
sills, in the studding,in the weather board­ 
ing, window and door casings, an 1 the raft­ 
ers and shingles. They also laid hold of the 
granary, which was built o f hard wood, 
and so worked on the siils and oak-plank 
floor that the floor, of its own weight, fell 


War Against Kalihtts. 
There is a vigorous warfare being prose­ 
cuted against jaek-rabbits in at least three 
districts of the State. 
Beginning at the 
north, it is reported that a party of citizens 
o f Adin. Modoc county, recently killed 
1,450 rabbits in a day’s hunt, making a 
total of nearly 3,000 in three weeks. 
In 
Tulare county the war'has been pushed for 
the last few months with gun and poison, 
but we have no statistics of I he slaughter. 
In the neighborhood of Anaheim , Los An­ 
geles county, rabbit limits arc apparently 
becoming leading social events, for the citi­ 
zens, both great, and sm all, if able to bear 
arms, go out from week to week and smite 
their thousands. 
No doubt the exterm ina­ 
tion is going on also a» other points, for 
young trees and vines must be guarded 
either by rabbit-proof fences or by gun shot. 
These facts come to mind as we read in a 
London exchange, the other day, that 
among the imports o f food from abroad for 
the week ending January 30th, there were 
rabbits to the value of $37,530—rabbits con­ 
stituting about tlirce-fourtlis of tlie whole 
supply of imported game. 
This is a large 
amount of money paid for sombndy’s rab­ 
bits. 
It was proposed some time «go to 
send frozen rabbit3 from Australia with the 
frozen meat cargoes, and possibly a ¡.art of 
the supply comes in that wav, though the 
continent, no doubt, is the breeding ground 
for large supplies o f the tame stock. 
It was suggested som e tim e ago that we 
could turn out an honest penny in this 
country by exporting canned rabbits and 
squirrels, but we are not aware that theex- 
periruent proved profitable, even if it was 
tried. 
There is one good account to which 
the carcasses can be turned if the animals 
fall by gun shot, and not poison, and that 
is as food for bogs and poultry. 
W e know 
that som e poultry raisers do well by their 
fowls by feeding them on stewed rabbit. 
The skins and entrails are removed,and the 
bodies thrown in a large iron kettle and 
wheat and water added, and tlie* result is a 
acceptable meal of stewed wheat ami rab­ 
bit, which will be found very stimulating 
to egg-laying by the hens. 
Babbits can be 
very speedily prepared for the caldron, and 
many poultry raisers, who cannot easily 
get butchers scraps or other animal food 
for their poultry, can do their fowls good 
service, ami at the same tim e benefit other 
farmers by joining the rabbit hunters.

The intended husband 
furnishes the-w edding outfit, and all the 
wearing apparel she lias l oon using is re­ 
turned to her parents. 
She has absolutely 
nothing. 
The groom buys the customary 
outfit—white satin hoots, w hite dress and 
veil. 
A Mexican wedding is different from any 
other in the world. 
First a civil marriage 
is performed by a public official. 
This by 
law makes the children of the couple legit­ 
imate and 
lawful 
inheritors 
of 
their 
parents’ property. 
This is recorded, and 
in a few days—the day following or a 
month after, just as desired — the mar­ 
riage is consummated in the church. 
Be­ 
fore this ceremony the bride and groom 
are no more allowed alone together than 
when playing the bear. 
At a wedding the 
other day the church was decorated with 
$500 worth of w hite roses. 
The amount 
can be estimated when it is stated roses 
cost hut four reals (fifty cents) per 1 ,000. 
Their delicate perfume filled the grand, 
gloom y old edifice, which was lighted by 
thousands of large and sm all wax candles. 
Carpet was laid from the gate into tlie 
church, and when the bridal ¡.arty marched 
in, the pipe organ and hand burst forth in 
one joyous strain. 
The priest, clad entirely 
in white vestments, advanced to the door 
to meet them, followed by 
two 
men 
in black robes carrying different arti­ 
cles, a sm all boy in red skirt and lace 
overdress carrying a long pole topped off 
with a cross. 
The bride was clad in white 
silk 
trimmed with 
beaded * lace, 
with 
train about four yards long, dark hair, and 
waist dressed with orange blossoms. 
Over 
this, failing down to her feet in front and 
reaching the end of the train back, was a 
point laee vail. 
Magnificent diamonds 
were the ornaments, and in the gloved 
hands was a pearl-bound prayer-book. She 
entered a pew near the door with iier 
mother—who was dressed in black lace— 
on one side and her father on the other. 
After 
answering som e 
questions they 
stepped out, and the groom stood beside 
the bride with groomsman and bridesmaid 
on eithi 
side, the latter dressed in dark 
green vt , et, lace and bonnet. The priest 
read a l-.-g while, and then, addressing the 
girl lirs’. asked her many questions, to 
which sue replied “ Si. Senor." 
Then lie 
questio* ed the groom likewise. Afterward 
he handed the groom a diamond ring, 
which the latter placed on the little finger 
of tin- left hand o f the bride. 
The priest 
put a s¡ nilar ring on the ring-finger of the 
right I 
¡id of the groom, and a plain wed­ 
ding ring on the ring finger of the bride’s 
riglii band. Then, folding the two ringed 
li in-.is together, he sprinkled them with 
holy water and crossed them repeatedly. 
After the priest finished mass he blessed 
and sprinkled them once more. 
Then 
from a plate he took seventeen gold dollars 
the groom had furnished and emptied 
them into his hands. 
The groom in turn 
emptied them into the hand of his bride, 
and she gave them to the priest as a gift to 
the church and a token that they will al­ 
ways sustain, protect and uphold it. 
Now 
the ceremony, which always lasts two to 
four hours, is ended, and the newly-mar­ 
ried pair go into an adjoining room to re­ 
ceive the congratulations of their friends. 
The marriage festivities are often kept up 
fora week. 
After that the husband claims 
his bride, and right jealously does he guard 
her. 
Her life is spent in seclusion—eatinff 
drinking, sleeping, sm oking. 
The hus­ 
band is desperately jealous, and the wife is 
never allowed to be in the company of 
another man.

SYNOPSIS 
OF 
TV/0 VIEWS OF THE 
LABOR QUESTION. 


Edward Atkinson is an accomplished 
modern w riter on politieo-ecoriomic sub­ 
jects and a social science student. 
In the 
Forth .. .■■■’■iron I!-rim f,,r May he con­ 
siders the question of “ The Hours of 
1 ubor " and the attempt to shorten them. 
T. \ . Powderly, of the K nights of Labor, in 
1 riefer form, treats in the same journal of 
Strikes.” 
S i far as necessary to protect children 
from physical degeneracy, says Mr. A tkin­ 
son, laws to regulate hours of lalnir have 
hr.d a most beneficial influente, but other­ 
wise their effects have been slight. 
They 
can lie applied only to factories where 
large numbers of persons are employed 
tinder one roof, operating machinery ui>oti 
which all are dependent. Tosucli establish­ 
ments laws have been applied fixing ten 
and eleven hours as the legal limit. 
In 
the early history of factories fourteen 
hours constituted a day’s work. 
The 
buildings were then low studded and i 11- 
vcntilated, and the work arduous and con­ 
tinuous. 
Rut since 1840 great improve­ 
ments have lieen made in machinery and 
buildings in New England factories, ten 
hours’ work has been found sufficient, 
farmers' daughters have gone out of the 
system and their places have lieen filled 
mainly by foreign lalxirers, while wages 
have nearly doubled and the work has be­ 
come less arduous. 
These changes have 
not resulted from statutory mandate, for 
employers have found that there is no 
profit in exacting excessive hours of work. 
Such statutes as we have on the subject re­ 
late to hut a very small proportion of the 
whole body of laborers in the United 
States. 
Most strikes, he finds, occur in 
those branches of industry in which the 
attem pt has been made to deprive workers 
of the control of their own time bv legal 
restrictions. 
Next to the factory, the 
largest single body of o|>erative8 are those 
of the railways, aside from those engaged 
in agriculture, 
lie expresses the lielief 
that the true remedy for strikes, and for 
obnoxious interference by statute with the 
liberty of contract by adults, will la* found 
in labor organizations. 
An abler body ot 
men are coming to the front in these 
associations, and 
mere 
agitators 
are 
being 
put 
into 
the 
background. 
These 
new 
leaders, 
he 
believes, 
have been making grave errors, but being 
intelligent, they will find them out, and 
they may tli^i become most useful and 
true leaders. The forces which stop the 
wheels of industry to-day, and make capi­ 
tal idle, are the attempts to take away 
from the worker the liliertv to make a bar­ 
gain in F's own way, and subject him to 
the laws of organizations he has entered 
solely for the purpose of bettering his con­ 
dition. 
Mr. Atkinson lays it down as a 
truism that the man who controls his own 
time, and makes his own bargain, is tlie 
man who will succeed. So he draws the 
conclusion that he who combines with 
others in tiie attem pt to control and regu­ 
late the work of other men who do not 
belong to their association, and to dictate 
how they shall make use of the one tiling 
which all have in common—and that is 
time—can onlv influence industry for a 
very short period. 
Atkinson holds that 
the more intelligent of those who join in 
tliis attem pt will either alter the by-laws 
and do away with any interference with 
personal liberty, or quit the union or club 
to which attached: 
Skillful workmen, who are masters of tlieir 
art. w ill soon see that auy other course would 
reduce Lie most intelligent to the level of the 
lon-t skillful and the least competent in the 
trade. The true object of association is that 
each may bud out by contact or correspondence 
with his fellows how lie may develop his ow n 
individuality, his own capacity—find out what 
his own work is really worth, and how to ob­ 
tain its- full value, without reducing himself to 
the level of auy shiftless or idle person who 
mav have joined the association with the ex­ 
pectation o f being sustained iu his incapacity at 
the cost of his fellow-workmen. 
Mr. Atkinson believes that the evil of 
undertaking to control and regulate the 
time of lalmring people by organization is 


a lrea d y 
apparent, that the end of it is 
near. Uva use "th e workmen are U ginning 
to perceive th at they are the ones to suffer 
most from -ucli restrictions when produc­ 
tion or distribution is im|H-ded by them. ’ 
Engaged in working for gain are, he finds, 
17,400,000. 
(If these, 1,100,000 are en­ 
gaged in mental or adm inistrative work, 
as employers rather than employed. 
In 
ia(4Rries are 1,700,000, on railways 000,000, 
as farmers, 
mechanics, artisans, clerks, 
draym en and other vocations substantially 
of individual character, 14,000,000. 
For 
this latter class the taw may mark the 


the work, the working people themselves 
are subject to at least 00 percent, of the loss 
of product which must ensue.” 
H e illus­ 
trates this point with the now closed rail­ 
road strike in the Southwest. 
The capital­ 
ist could w ait; but as the business of mov­ 
ing produce, food and clothing, represented 
the interests of the workers mainly, they 
suffered most by its stoppage. 
The pay of 
the workers on the railroad is out of cur­ 
rent receipts, and these are drawn from 
every man. woman and child in the coun­ 
try at the rate of $8 75 each in compensa­ 
tion for moving seven tons of fots!, fuel, 
shelter and clothing 110 miles on the 
average (the basis being, for 1885, 400,080,­ 
000 tons of merchandise, each ton being 
moved on the average 110 miles). 
H e de­ 
clares, therefore, th at they who are struck 
the hardest by interruption of this tiiove- 
movement are the It* out of every 20 hard 
working peoplewho consume nine-tenths of 
the entire product, it being proved that 
the actual addition to the capital of any 
one year does not exceed 5 jier cent, of 
each year's product, or 10 per cent, at the 
utmost. 
T he o rg an izatio n o f clu b s a n d associations 
am ong w orkers, u n d e r th e lead o f abl - m en, 
w ill soon becom e th e com m on schools o f social 
science, o rd er a n d in d u stry : an d these h ard 
facts o f life w ill soon becom e as w ell know n or 
us ap p aren t to th em as th ey now are to th e few 
students w ho d eal w ith facts ra th e r th a n w ith 
theories, 
it m ay th e n be hoped th a t th e w ay to 
prosperity w ill lie found in freedom o f co n tract 
a n d in personal lib erty , giving each m an or w o­ 
m an th e full control o f th e one th in g w hich all 
h av e in com m on, rich an d poor alike, th e ir ow n 
tim e, w h ich is th e ir o pportunity. 
W hen th e 
tru e lesson is learn ed by w ay o f these com m on 
schools o f associate 1 w orkingm en, it w ill be­ 
com e a p p aren t to them th a t th e re is hu t one 
m eth o d of im proving th e condition o f all. T he 
cap italist m ust ad o p t every im provem ent m 
m ach in ery , ev en if it m akes it necessary, as it 
som etim es has. to break up an d sell for old 
m etal new m ach in es 
bo u g h t w ith in a few 
m onths; w h ile th e h o u rs o f lab o r f<*r th e w hole 
w orking force can only be d im in ish ed by doing 
better an d m ore pro d u ctiv e w ork in less tim e 
th a n is new req u ired —th e p resen t product, 
w h a te v er n u m b er o! h ours o f la b o r it m ay re 
quire, being only sufficient to m e e t th e present 
average stan d a rd o f subsistence, w h a tev e r th at 
m ay be. 
T. V. Powderly, at the head of the 
Knights of Labor, in the same magazine, 
but more briefly, attributes the many re­ 
cent strikes to the infancy of the new 
organization of labor associations. 
Until 
recently tiie wage-workers feared to speak 
out, dismissal threatening them. 
They 
were used to get the most hours of toil for 
the fewest skillings. 
The employers took 
too little interest in the employes, and as 
a result, when trouble ensued they were 
ready to believe that the rawhead and 
bloody bones curbstone orator really repre­ 
sents labor. 
Workmen, fearing or denied 
organization, became morose, anti saw in 
every act of the employer some invasion 
of their rights. 
The superintendents and 
bosses, by their manner, augmented this 
spirit, and so when the organization did 
come, it found a bitter feeling existing on 
Ixith sides, and before studying the laws of 
the society they joined, or becoming con­ 
versant with its rules or regulations re­ 
garding the settlement of disputes, “the 
workmen determined 
to 
wipe out of 
existence the whole 
system 
of petty 
tyrannies that had lieen practiced on 
them 
for years.” 
Not being drilled, 
and feeling that employers would not 
treat with them, the men rushed to the 
nearest remedy, the strike. 
So too, says 
Mr. I’owderlv, the employer believing the 
workers’ organization to be inimical to 
their interests, took time by the forelock 
and resorted to 
lockouts. 
This, says 
Powderly, was the situation. 
It was 
aggravated by the fact that many large 
employers did not keep themselves posted 
as to how the bosses or managers treated 
the employes. 
Thus many bosses are in­ 
terested in stores and groceries and saloons, 
and compel the employe to deal at such 
places, at risk of dismissal. 
Some States 
have passed taws against these stores. 
These things, he avers, are not trivial, but 
very important factors in an issue, when 
those on one side at least are taught that 
they stand the equals of all other men. 
Now, savs Mr. Powderly, workingmen, tus 
a rule, are not educated men. 
W hen the 
strike comes they cannot state their case 
properly to the world, and so set forth 
their side as to arouse prejudices and cre­ 
ate false impressions, and so the heat of 
contest and friction is augmented, 
lie 
holds; in conclusion, that the workingmen 
are beuining to realize that they have the 
right to manage their own affairs. 
The 
workingman is to rule bis own destinies 
hereafter. 
The power of wealth is passing 
away. 
Every citizen therefore, he holds, 
should aid the new ruler. 
He does not 
fear because of present disturbed con­ 
ditions. 
On th e co n trary th e signs are hopeful. 
W en­ 
d ell P h illip s once said. • N ever look for an age 
w h en th e people can be q u iet a n d safe. 
At 
such tiin -s despotism , like a sh ro u d in g m ist, 
steals over th e m irro r o f freedom ." 
T he people 
are no t q u iet to-day. bu t they are safe. 
lie insists, finally, th at great fortunes 
contribute 


the soil to become soured. 3o soon as atten­ 
tion was called to there things the citizens 
of the place entered upon a 
cleaning 
day, and are now at work, after the horse 
is stolen, putting a lock on the table door. 
But there Is no law to compel the careless 
and stubborn in unincorporated towns to 
conform to sanitary regulation. 
In such a 
situation one ignorant or stubborn man may 
put in jx?ri 1 the homes of an entire com­ 
munity. 
The Supervisors may, but are 
not required to. appoint a health officer 
and to prescribe sanitary 
regulations. 
\\ hat is needed is a law to require the 
county Supervisors to do these things for 
every considerable village and settlement 
in every county where there is no town 
corporation. 
There are very few incor­ 
porated towns iu the State, hut any quan­ 
tity of large towns and good-sized villages 
that in the eye of the law have no exist­ 
ence as such. 
W hen the State Board of 
H ealth come to the Legislature and urges 
the passage of proper health laws for these 
places, the members of the House and 
Senate as a rule pay little heed to the ad­ 
vice. The doctors, indeed, have very l’ttíe 
influence with these bodies, which are very 
busy at every session casting about for 
party advantage, creating and filling .of­ 
fices, regulating business, making states­ 
men and political capital, and preparing 
records for future campaigns. 
The public 
health is an interest that does not run for 
office, it has 
> axes to grind, no i olitical 
schemes to advance, no paid advocates, no 
statesmen to promote, no 
preferments, 
bosses, rings, stealings or local pockets to 
fill or assess. 
As a <onsajtience it lias no 
lobby, 
and 
its 
advocates 
are weak 
factors. 
Legislators 
can 
give 
it tin- 
cold 
shoulder 
with 
a 
nonchalance 
that brings 
no after-claps. 
W hat 
is 
needed is that in the several counties the 
people shall call legislative candidates up 
to the rack and ascertain w hether they 
deem legislation for the public health a 
m atter worthy of any consideration at all. 
They need to inform themselves as to 
w hether I bins. John, Tom or llarry have 
any conception of the fact that the public 
health is a m atter with such claims of 
hum anity to fortify it that it is little less 
than criminal to turn to it a deaf ear. 
W hen epidemic disease assails us in Cali­ 
fornia, we will find that the outlying 
places will suffer more than the cities and 
large towns, from the simple fact that they 
have no sanitary protection, no system of 
prevention, no laws giving them power to 
protect themselves. 
It is not so in the 
older States ; it should not be so here. 
It is shameful that we have neglected 
these matters as we have.

“ talk” of the Socialists that is dangerous. 
It is the |xiison in thefood, not the (xiisoner, 
we have reason to fear. It is the insiduous 
instilling into the minds of the people of 
the damnable philosophy of the Socialists 
that is dangerous. 
It is the sowing Of 
tares we should guard against. 
The right 
of free speech is a cherished right, sub- 
struetural to our liberties ; but it does not, 
and never did, include, protect or license 
the right to advise the destruction of the 
Government, 
the 
invasion of personal 
rights, resistance to law and the overthrow 
of constitutional guarantees. 
“ Spurious 
socialism ?” 
W ho is to define it ? 
Who 
to draw the line between the genuine and 
the counterfeit ? 
Are we to infer that our 
contemporary believes that genuine social­ 
ism 
ought 
not 
be 
choked 
out 
of 
existence? 
If 
so, 
what 
school 
of 
socialism 
is not 
dangerous to Ameri­ 
can institutions? As we write, there comes 
to our desk the American Catholic Quarterly 
Reriew, in which an able writer in the in­ 
terests of lalxir thus defines socialism, de­ 
claring it to be a crazy dream. 
For eon 
venienoe we adopt it by way of illustra­ 
tion : 
socialism contemplates such a reconstruction 
of human society that all human productive 
action shall be regulated by the .State. It would 
make, were it carried iuto practical effect, each 
individual a men1 atom of the entire social ag­ 
gregate, having no rights apart from or inde­ 
pendent of that aggregate, aud without per­ 
sonal freedom or personal choice as to what he 
shall do, where he shall work or to what use' 
the fruits of his labor shail be put. 
Now, we say, that “ ta lk ” based on such 
declaration of principle as that.uttered on 
the highway would tend to breaches of 
the peace, and do produce them, and do 
incite the people to do nmrder, to commit 
larceny and overthrow and upturn the 
fundamental principles upon which the 
republic rests. 
If that is genuine Social­ 
ism, it is bad enough. 
If it is spurioti*, it 
is no worse. 
If the laws recognize the 
right to preach such doctrine, for the pur­ 
pose of allowing men to incite to unlawful 
action, they need to be amended, since 
Socialism, in the practical of the present, 
is but a conspiracy to deprive men of the 
right to liberty, the right to jiossess prop­ 
erty and the right to enjoy it, which rights 
our form of government guarantees its 
citizens. 
As an abstract sjieeulation, with 
Socialism we have nothing to do, and peo­ 
ple may talk of it in generalities to their 
heart’s content, hut when men so speculat­ 
ing band together and “ talk” to incite 


unlawful and prohibited. 
We understand 
perfectly the theories of the Socialists. 
There have been as many as there have ¡ 
been leaders. 
From Plato, to Morier, to 1 
B ubeuf; whether, according to Blanc, or j 
Hyndman, or Most, they are the same on- j 
emies to the natural development of social i 
forces. 
W ith here ami there a pure prin- ■ 
ciple interjected, they have 
all 
been j 
vicious in realization and destructive of I 
natural rights. 
To say that this school of 
the socialists is the genuine, and that the 
spurious, is but to more involve an ab­ 
surdity. 
AVe deal not with abstractions, 
hut with the actual effects of the preach­ 
ings that incite to action, and such, we re­ 
peat, of right ought to he, and by the grace 
of 
the 
American 
Republic 
will be, 
stamped out.

R e d e m p tio n o í c it y B o n d s. 
The City Sinking Fund Commissioners 
have recently purchased coupons upon the 
city bonded debt to the am ount of $101,- 
aS8, for which they only paid $70,243, thus 
securing a discount of $31,045. The Fund 
Commissioners will receive about $70,000 
more during the rem ainder of 1886, and 
will be able to buy in, before the 1st of 
January next, about another$100,000 there­ 
with. 
Thus, with 
the $140,000 which 
passes into the hands of the Commissioners 
this year, over $200,000 of the city’s in­ 
debtedness will he taken up at a discount 
of about 30 per cent. 
Upon this $200,000 
the 
Commissioners will 
draw 
an in­ 
come next year, together with interest 
upon the large am ount of bonds now 
in their hands. In this manner the amount 
tobe received by the Commissioners on the 
interest of the city will rapidly increase, 
and in less than five years nine-tenths at 
least of the am ount paid by the citv into 
the sinking and interest fund will go di­ 
rectly through the hands of the Fund Com­ 
missioners to purchase outstanding indebt­ 
edness against the city, and in not to ex­ 
ceed twelve years the entire city debt will 
have been bought in by them and can­ 
celled. The discount obtained by the Com­ 
missioners th¡3 year is from 30 to 33 
per cent. 
Next year it 
would 
prob­ 
ably be not less than 40 per cent., and 
the following year 45, or thereabouts, 
and so on. This estimate or statem ent is 
based upon the revenues as now received, 
but if the suit to compel 55 per cent.of the 
gross receipts of the Water Works, instead 
ot the net receipts, should be decided 
against the cltv. it would increase the pay­ 
ments to the sinking and interest fund. 
The result of this would be to lessen tl^ 
time in which the Commissioners wotml 
buy up the debt by about two years, in 
which case, if the Sinking Fund Commis- 
■ ¡oners are allowed to continue their oper­ 
ations of buying in the city debt at the 
heavy discount, the entire debt will be 
wiped out within ten years.

L et no friend of the anti-Chinese cause j 
fear.

The Mongolian will not be allowed to 
seize upon tiie country, to oust w hite labor, 
to degrade industries, to set up here per­ 
manently his peculiar system.

The power of moral suasion, the 
force of reason, the incontrovertible testi­ 
mony of facts, will bring Congress and all 
the East in due time into the swim of our 
sentiment. 
The non-assimilable people 
will not be perm itted to swarm in upon 
us; iheir immigration is now bylaw re- 
trieted. 
T hat taw is in places faulty and 
weak, hut it will lie made strong and given 
all desired effect. 
There must be no vio­ 
lence, no intim idatiun, no offense to law or 
to treaty ; but we must continue to agitate 
the ju st cause and advance its colors. Agi­ 
tation is the mother of all reform. 
We of 
California know it is a right sentim ent we 
entertain ; we know that the relief asked 
for is just—we must have the patience to 
wait for the working out of the problem* 
It is nearer to solution than most sup­ 
pose.

T h e T r u c k e e E p id e m ic . 
G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
of Health, has 
returned 
from 
. where he went to investigate the 
epidem ic disease that has so alarmed tiie 
people iliere. 
He found it to be virulent 
scarlet lever, and due, first, to mis.,nitarv 
condition •, that were in turn due to neglect 
of cleanliness and ordinary sanitary pre­ 
cautions ; and second, to carelessness in not 
isolating those capable of communicating 
the disease. He addressed tlie citizens, 
pointed out the needs of the place, and a 
memorial was drawn and sent to thccounty 
Supervisors for the appointm ent of a Health 
Officer. The trouble is, Truckee is unin­ 
corporated, and hence has no Health Offi­ 
cer, ami there is no local authority to en­ 
force iqton the careless, and those ignorant 
of sanitary laws, tiie usual sanitary precau­ 
tions. Truckee issosituated as to beeasilv 
made and easily kept in a fine sanitary 
condition, and epidemic filth diseases ought 
to be absolutely unknown there. Now that 
attention is called to the needs of the place, 
Dr. Tyrrell believes the citizens, who are 
public-spirited and ready to do what is 
necessary, will enforce proper sanitation 
and put the town in the proper sanitary 
condition. 


B o y c o ttin g S h a d o w ed . 
The Chico Chronicle of yesterday says : 
“ Colonel H. J. Burns, a Deputy United 
States Marshal, arrived last evening, on 
official business relative to the boycott 
movement, which seems to have somewhat 
taken root here. The names of those who 
indorse the boycott movement arc being 
procured, and it is more than likely some 
of them will have their names entered on 
the docket of the United States District 
Court as the defendants in actions prose­ 
cuted in the name of 1 The People of the 
United States vs. Mr. A. Boycotter.’ 
“The authority of Colonel Burns is based 
upon Section 55Í!) of tiie Revised Statutes 
of the United States, which reads as fol­ 
lows : ‘ If two or more persons in any 
State or Territory conspire tor the purpose 
of depriving, directly or indirectly, auy 
person, or class of persons of the equal pro­ 
tection of the laws, or of equal privileges 
or immunities under the laws, * * * 
such persons shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $500 or more than $5,000, 
or by im prisonment with or without hard 
labor, not less than six months, nor more 
tbaiksix years, or by both such fine and 
im prisonment.’ 
He intends to make a 
clean 3vveep. This may be food for reflec­ 
tion to some who have stepped into the 
matter rashly, but they will have tim e to 
reeoi/sider if the law in its stern majesty 
steps in. 
According to report, Colonel 
Burns has made the necessary arrange­ 
ments with General McComb, W arden of 
Folsom Prison, to board 5.000 boycottcrs at 
the expense of the United States.” 


R i g h t is the Vallejo Chronicle when It 
says: “ Our nation has always been fore­ 
most in the encouragement of the Immi­ 
gration of honest, industrious working 
men into our borders; but she will not 
long rem ain a refuge for the outcast Com­ 
munists and N ihilists of Europe to prac­ 
tice their pernicious theories in. 
These 
incn, freed from the fear of execution at 
the nod of a suspicious sovereign, go wild 
in the liberty of our land, and conduct 
themselves as beasts till they are accepted 
and treated as such.”

Ago.—More than two hnndredsyears ago 
there was a struggle going on" between 
white men with their families and China­ 
men who had none. The white people 
were destroyed. The wives and daughters 
of worthy men were forced into prostitu­ 
tion on the old English style. Scarcely a 
woman escaped with her virtue. They did 
this to obtain a perm it to work their way 
out of tiie country of their adoption. 
It 
was the Philippine Islands, and no reput­ 
able living man dare deny the truthfulness 
of this statement. How was all this done? 
you ask. 
By the boycott. All the lords, 
dukes and princes stopped employment of 
white people. Not for one cent a week 
could a white man or woman get work. 
Improvements on the large estates and all 
other improvements were stopped, and the 
word went out “no white man need apply.” 
To-day the islands are in the hands of the 
Chinaman. There were seven different 
uprisings and massacres of Chinamen, 
5U.000 being killed, but the boycott put on 
the white laboring man by the rich and 
influential finally drove him out of the 
country in poverty and shame. The boy­ 
cott did not originate among the lowly.—

W o r k a t t h e P e a r s o n D is t r ic t .—Dur­ 
ing the past winter reports were circulated 
at various times that the levees of the Pear­ 
son District had broken, allowing the lands 
to be Hooded, but these reports were with­ 
out foundation. 
The back levee at one 
place stood nobly against a pressure of six­ 
teen feet of water. Of course a great deal 
of seepage water accumulated in low places, 
and this is now being removed by means 
of an immense pump, which handles !)5,- 
(100,000 gallons of water in twenty four 
hours. 
Last Tuesday the pump lowered 
the water one inch, on Wednesday one and 
three fourth inches, and with each succes­ 
sive day its work will become more and 
more a p p a r e n t . After the water is removed 
a cron of barley will be planted. 


SCARCITY OF SALMON. 


R a ilr o a d E x te n sio n T ow ard Y osem ite. 
Next Monday the San Joaquin Valley and 
Yosemite Valley Railroad will be opened 
to trallic as far as Raymond. 21 miles east 
of Berenda. the present terminus of rail­ 
road travel for Yosemite excursionists. The 
new section wii! be known as the Yosemite 
division. The first station beyond Berenda 
will be Talbot, distant 5.8!) "miles ; then 
Daulton, 5.6!) m iles; Herbert, 7.03 miles, 
and Ilavmond. 2.3S) miles. There will be 
railroad agents only at Berenda aud Rav- 
mond. 


T h e P o o rest K un K ver K now n on the 
Sacram en to. 
There is a great scarcity of salmon on 
the Sacramento river—and the same may be 
said of the Columbia also—this spring. Of 
course, while llie river is so high, it could 
not be expected that m any would be caught 
in tliis neighborhood, but the reports from 
Courtland and below are very discouraging. 
It is noticeable, however, that the fish 
taken are larger than the catch generally 
averages. 
Prices rule high. Sacramento 
dealers having to pay seven cents per 
pound for fish “ on the hoof,” as it were, or 
about nine cents l'or the fish dressed, while 
at this lime last year large salmon could be 
bought for 45 cents each. So few have 
been caught in the lower river and bays 
that the canneries are nearly idle. George 
W. H um e says the run of fish is ttie 
smallest this year he ever knew. H etbinks 
the salmon have been steadily decreasing 
in the river since 1881. In response to an 
inquiry as to the cause, he rem arked: •• I 
don't know, but we would be very much 
obliged if the sea lions around the Golden 
Gate were killed. I do not know that they 
are actually the cause of the destruction of 
the salmon fishery in the Sacramento, but 
they certainly destroy an immense amount 
of fish every season. Theic were 1,000 
boats and 2,000 men engaged in the fishing 
on the Sacramento last year. This year, 
although nearly a month later in the sea­ 
son, these men and boats are mainly idle.” 
Another gentleman, being interviewed 
by a San Francisco reporter, had this to say 
on the subject: 
“ I do not believe the run 
this year will lie good, as all indications 
point the other way. It seems strange that 
the Sacramento salmon should dim inish 
as they have been doing for several years. 
The industry is one that ought to be 
developed, and the Fish Commissioners 
should (investigate the causes leading to 
such dim inution and take steps to prevent 
it. 
In m y opinion the chief cause of the 
decrease in the salmon run is due to the 
bad condition of the hatching-beds. The 
deposition of sediment in the hatcheries 
has caused a large destruction of fish. 
There are several m inor causes which con­ 
tribute to the destruction of the salmon. It 
isa well-known fact that unprincipled men, 
contrary to the fishery laws, catch large 
numbers of the fish out of season. The 
Chinese are great offenders in this regard, 
and they are so crafty that it is difficult to 
detect them. The means at the command 
of the Fishery Commission are inadequate 
to detect such violations of the law. A 
third great cause of the destruction of sal­ 
mon is the presence of the seals at the 
entrance to the bay. There may be other 
causes at work, causing the poor ran of the 
(■resent season. The laws governing the 
movements of migratory fish are peculiar, 
and require years ot study to understand. 
Some years the shoals may be large and the 
next year a poor run may follow, due to 
some mysterious causes of weather, cur­ 
rents, food and the like. But be this as it 
may, something should be done to prevent 
the salmon in the Sacramento from de­ 
creasing as fur as other causes are con­ 
cerned.”-

N o t th e ><*a L ion s. 
It is amusing to note how the fishermen 
blame the sea lions at the Golden Gate for 
the destruction of fish. One of I he largest 
canners on the Sacramento, George W. 
Hume, in explaining why the salmon are 
scarce this year, says: 
“ We would be 
very much obliged if the sea iions around 
the Golden Gate were killed. They cer­ 
tainly destroy an immense amount of fish 
every season.” 
Mr. H um e also said that 
the number of fish in tiie river was con­ 
stantly diminishing, and that, whereas, last 
year 2,000 men and 1,000 boats were en­ 
gaged in the fishery, this year they are 
idle. 
It docs not seem to enter the head of the 
canner that the 2,000 fishermen can have 
had any influence in the decrease of the 
supply of fish. He blames the compara­ 
tively harmless sea lion tor everything. 
The real reason why tiie lisli are dim inish­ 
ing is that there are too many fishermen 
and that the fishing is improperly and de­ 
structively done. The Sacramento is not 
large enough to supply work for 2,000 men, 
especially when these men do not confine 
themselves to legal methods. 
It is well 
known that many fishermen violate the 
law constantly. It is quite a common 
tiling for them to have sentries out to give 
warning of the approach of "suspicious” 
eiiaraeters, in order that the Fishery Com­ 
mission cannot effect a surprise.

T h e S o u th ern I’a cfflc. 
General Manager A. N. Towne, of the 
Southern Pacific Company, gave the follow­ 
ing details to a Call reporter of what his 
road is doing in opening up new fines of 
travel. W ith reference to the California 
Pacific he said : “ (Uir people have now un­ 
der consideration the various routes lead­ 
ing up to the Lake, Mendocino and H um ­ 
boldt country, and are discussing which 
wiil be the most praiticable route, whether 
from W inters, from some point on the Cal­ 
ifornia Pacific, or from some station on the 
Northern Railway. This subject is under 
consideration, and will be more closely 
looked into just as soon as the chief engi­ 
neer can spare forces from the surveys now 
going on from Los Angeles north to Santa 
Barbara, and front Soledad to San Miguel, 
where large lotees of laborers arc following 
on close to the surveying parties. 
“ We arc hardly disposed to lay any more 
rails above Raymond, on the way to tiie 
Yosemite, at present, on account of the ne­ 
cessity of using all available torces on the 
Southern and Oregon extensions,which are 
being pitched as rapidly as the heavy work 
will permit, hut surveys are being made on 
the Yosemite branch, front Raymond to 
Big Tree stations.”

In this connection an effort is being made 
to have Sacramento selected as the place 
i for the Convention, and to that end a cir- 
' cular letter has been sent to each member 
; of the committee, signed by R. O. Cravens 
and E. G. Blessing, members of the State 
Central Committee, urging such selection 
for the following reasons : 
“ First—It is the capital of the State, and 
hence by natural selection, and the usual 
custom of other States, the proper place for 
the holding of all State Conventions of a 
political nature. 
“ Second—From its geographical loca­ 
tion as a railroad center, and its excellent 
railroad facilities, it is more ceniral and 
easy of access, and will he more likely to 
secure the personal attendance of a larger 
number of delegates than any other piace 
in the State: and in this connection we 
call your attention to the fact that three- 
fourths of the delegates to the Convention 
; can reach Sacramento from their respective 
county seats in less than eight hours’ time, 
and at comparatively trifling expense. 
"Third—We believe that we cannot too 
strongly urge the necessity of securing the 
personal attendance of delegates directly 
from the people, in order that the Conven­ 
tion may, to that extent at least, be a rep­ 
resentative body, and far more likely to 
meet the approval of voters in the selection 
of candidates than would a Convention of 
proxies. A proxy Convention can in no 
sense be considered a representative Con­ 
vention. and the danger of disastrous con­ 
sequences following such a Convention at 
this time cannot he over-estimated. 
“ Fourth—The State Capitol, ivitli its 
spacious Assembly chamber, and numer­ 
ous committee rooms, furnishes all that 
can he desired in the way of a hall and 
committee rooms for the use of the Con­ 
vention. free of charge. Our hotel facilities 
are ample for the accommodation of dele­ 
gates and all who may desire to attend the 
Convention. The Sacramento members of 
the committee are authorized to say that 
the Assembly chamber will be furnished 
free lor ilie use of the Convention; a re­ 
ception committee will be provided, who 
will procure quarters for delegations iu all­ 
iance, if requested so to do, and at reason­ 
able rates.”

EASTER 
HOLY DAYS. 


PORTRAYAL OF THE T R IA L AND 
C R E C IF iX I >N. 


A Procession o f A n gels—Condoling 
With the V irgin and P u n ­ 
ish ing Ju d a s. 


[Special Correspondence o f the R eookp-Uniok.] 
Tlalpijahoa., Mexico, April .it), 1380. 
The great event of “ Holy T hursday” 
was. of course, the trial and condemnation 
of the Savior. 
After the Cure, and his at­ 
tendant priest with the red umbrella, had 
taken their stand in the purple-draped 
pulpit, the wooden Christ which we had 
seen captured yesterday in the garden, was 
brought in among a crowd of Jews, l’hari- 
sei - and High Priests. Then the mock 
trial prot ceded, testimony being given and 
sentence passe I, as gravely as ever a living 
offender was dealt with in a tribunal of 
justice. Pontius Pilate was personated by 
an old man with flowing w hite beard and 
enorm ous goggles, which gave him an owl­ 
ish look of judicial wisdom. The High 
Priest, and all the various actors in the 
dram a were dressed with the same eye to ap­ 
propriateness; while a score of hideouslv- 
inasked boss, continually cutting capers 
and uttering dismal howls, were supposed 
to represent the “ Powers of Darkness.” 
During the progress of the trial—which 
was very m inute in all its legal phases— 
the most mournful music imaginable was 
kept up on the curious reed instrum ents 
before mentioned, which added not. a little 
to the effect. 
Finally from the pulpit the 
priest proclaimed : " Behold the iniqui­ 
tous sentence! 


BEHOLD WHAT IS WRITTEN !" 
And at the same moment a man, masked 
like a goat, rushed out of the Couit-room, 
holding high over his head, upon which 
was a placard, bearing (in Spanish) these 
w ords: “ Jesus of Nazareth. King of the 
Jew s; 
condemned to death by I’ontius 
Pilate, President of Galileo." 
Presently 
the other Christ was brought forth—not 
the lignre we had seen tried and sentenced, 
but that of “ (lie Column”—nearly naked, 
horribly bloody, the bead crowned with 
thorns, and the back painted to represent 
one mass of bruises front the cruel scourg­ 
ing. The orttce-sioo of to-day included 
aii of yesterday’s 
actors, with 
many 
additions. 
There 
was 
the 
spy, 
witli 
the 
boar’s 
mask : 
Judas, 
tie’ betrayer, bis face still covered with 
black crape: Jews, soldiers, Pharisees, all 
were on hand. Some wore feathers like 
wild Indians, others helmets and armor, 
and soiue wreaths ot green and gold bound 
above their tangled locks. One very hand­ 
some man, with scarlet cloak..long curls 
and olden ruwn personated the Roman 
♦ V-ur. 
A 
tiny paraded 
around and 
around the church indosure, preparatory 
to lining the f wn .-till to the sound ot the 
m ournful m usic—the curate continued his 
discourse, and wound up with an eloquent 
exhortation to abstain from sin—a piece of 
advice. 1 rcgrii to add,which was evidently 
lost upon in 
'f the crowd. A silver dol­ 
lar just then failing at my feet called atten­ 
tion to tiie fact that some thief in the con­ 
fusion of dispersal iiad plashed tlie bottom 
of my hand-bag with his dagger or poign­ 
ant. and appropriated all ¡lie contents— 
even to a nundle of hairpins and patent 
” crimpers"—leaving nothing to tell the 
taie but the dollar aforesaid. 
That, night was a solemn time in every 
Mexican church, even in those places 
where no processions are allowed or Pas­ 
sion ¡’lav occurs. 
Mvery sanctuary in the 
land was ablaze with lights f. om crypt to 
dome, each having vied with its neighbors 
in putting forth all its magnificence of 
jewels, vestments, ornam ents and music. 
Every altar was one glare of light, and on 
its steps r ise and orange trees were massed 
an pyramids, while below stood long lines 
o f priests, candles in band, where, on this 
night, in days not long past, cowled monks 
used to stretch themselves prone upon 
their faces. 
Meanwhile organs were peal­ 
ing. and vast crowds pressing, slowly but 
eagerly, toward one point—all anxious to 
kiss the feet of the wooden Savior, or to 
kneel before the crape-vailed image ot 


OCR LADY OK SORROWS. 
In every church a corner was set apart 
and barred off by iron gratings, to repre­ 
sent a prison. 
From within this miniature 
jail issued strains of doleful music from 
rifes and fiddles, and behind the window of 
each stood a figure of Christ, his eyes ban­ 
daged, and heavily loaded with fetters ; 
w hile “ Jews,” standing guard on either 
side, continually clanked the chains, as if 
from the motion of Jesus’ arms. It was 
noticeable that the thrifty lathers had 
plaeed an open coiitribution-box near, and 
the crowds who continually passed before 
the prison windows, weeping and kissing 
the fetters, were liberal in their donations. 
On Good Friday morning, long before 
the usual hour, the whole iuclosure about 
the church and to a great distance beyond 
it, was solidly packed with people—among 
them a few rich Mexicans in their costly 
carriages; but our own were the only 
Anglo-Saxon faces to be seen that day. 
W ith great difficulty we made our way to 
the pulpit, and again climbed to the top ot 
the crumbling tomb. Soon the procession 
appeared from within the church, bringing 
Christ from prison to his crucifixion. It 
was again the bloody figure, but now bear­ 
ing a heavy cross, which seemed to weigh 
him down. 
T pon the same platform was 
one who personated Simon, the Cyrenian. 
assisting to bear the cross. The latter was 
an aged man dressed in scarlet cloth a 
real man—who, in a painfully stooping 
posture, without once moving his body, 
was carried about for hours with the tropic 
sun pouring its noonday rays full upon his 
uncovered head. 
It is said that these dif­ 
ferent personations are eagerly sought by 
the Indians as a crowning act of [amaneé, 
although death has sometimes been the re­ 
sult. 
We are told that in many instances 
a living man 


nurU KSK NTs THE SAVIOR, 
W ho allows himself to be buffeted, beaten, 
crow tied w ith thorns, and is finally cruci­ 
fied by being tied to the cross. Any' num ­ 
ber ot Judases may be hired for a dollar 
per day, who aspire to the honor of per­ 
m uting the crowd to revile them and spit 
in their faces, and who, we are told, in 
some eases actually’represent the traitor so 
faithfully that at the close of the farce they 
go and hang themselves to a tree, trusting 
to some friend to kindly cut them down 
before death ensues! 
Closely 
following 
this procession of 
feathered and hehueted Jews. Pharisees, 
etc., came another, all of Indian woman, 
who slowly and sadly brought up the rear, 
bearing upon their shoulders a platform 
upon which stood an image of the Virgin 
ot Sorrow, drevod in deep mourning. The 
cure, with the crimson umbrella held over 
him us before, made first an address to tlie 
\ irgin. who was carried up to the pulpit to 
hear it. and then another to the Savior, 
during which the audience listened with 
breathless attention. 
At last, alter more than an hour's dis­ 
course—during which the unhappy Cyren­ 
ian was undergoing a penance of extra­ 
ordinary severity, for he kept his stooping 
position without moving a tuuscle while 
the sun blistered the top of his bald head, 
the procession 
formed into two lints. 
Shortly afterward a man with a plumed 
helm et, mounted upon a fiery horse, came 
dashing through the ranks, holding a paper 
upon the point o( his lance—the sentence 
pronounced by the goggled Pontius Pilate, 
tin arriving at the pulpit, lie handed up 
this iiaper to the cure, who received it with 
a well-feigned look of horror, tried to read 
it. and threw it to the ground with an air 
ol indignation. 
The messenger galloped 
back more furiously than be came ; and 
then followed the parting address to the 
condemned Savior, whose bearers brought 
him up to the pulpit, followed bv the 
m ourning mother. 
An hour later we went 
to see the 


PIXOENT FROM THE CROSS," 
W hich took place within the church 
A 
black pall hang before the altar, arranged 
like the drop-curtain in a theater, and the 
great edthce was packed to suffocation 
The cure now recapitulated all that had oc­ 
curred. and described in touching terms 
the Savior's parting with his mother at the 
foot of the ctoss. All the women and 
m any of the men were in tears as lie de­ 
scribed the Virgin’s grief, the torments of 
. e „cruc>ficrs, and tlie indignities which 
the Savior suffered. 
Suddenly, with tragic air, he shouted : 
Vi 
a.w 
tl,e ,veiI 
l*’t 113 behold 
The curtain shot up as by magic, 
revealing a huge cross with an image 
nailed u{'on it. 
The sobs of the women 
broke forth. They clasped their bands and 
8 a ved back and forth in abandonment of 
sorrow, men groaned and beat their breasts, 
•while the soldiers who stood at the foot of 
■the cross clashed their swords noisily and 
one of them struck the body with his 
lance. 
At the same instant'th e Virgin 
bowed her head as in excess of grief_ 
an action which produced prodigious effect 


upon the weeping throng; but, unfortu­ 
nately for me (who was anxious tobe “ im ­ 
pressed” ), I happened to be near enough 
to see how it was done, by merely pulling 
a puppet string I 
Then the soldiers brought a ladder, 
m ounted the cross, took down the body 
carefully and bore it away. As the effigy 
passed the pulpit, the priest passionately 
seized the dead Savior’s hand and showed 
the nail marks, and broke into excessive 
lamentations of sorrow. 
This example 
was followed by all the people, and a scene 
ot indescribable confusion ensued, in which 
the soldiers continued to clash their swords 
with fury and the women wailed more 
violently than ever. 
Upon Good Friday 
evening the performance called the ;<c- 
sanie, or 
CONDOLENCE OF THE VIRGIN 
Was celebrated in church, where the miserere 
was again rendered amid an enormous 
crowd. The music began with a discord­ 
ant crash of ill-assorted instrum ents and 
voices—such inharmonious “ harm ony ” 
as has seldom tortured mortal ears ; in the 
midst of which the leader of the undrilled 
band continued to rush wildly from one to 
another with uplifted baton, in vain en­ 
deavors to evoke something like time and 
tune out of the din. The heat was as in­ 
tense as the noise was deafening, but exit 
was out of the question till the ceremony 
was over. Several persons faiuted, but not 
having an inch of space to fall down in, 
were upheld by the crash till consciousness, 
unmercifully, returned. Meanwhile, the 
crape-robed Virgin, with bowed head and 
calm face, looked down reproachfully from 
her elevated shrine. All the hym ns and 
prayers were addressed directly to her. and 
the sermon was also in her honor. And 
after all this was over the “Ora Pro Xobis” 
must lie rendered before we were allowed 
to escape, more dead than alive, into the 
open air. 
The day before Easter is devoted to the 
“ Procession of the Angels,” and the pun­ 
ishment of Judas. The former is quaint 
beyond description.

N o rth e rn C a lifo rn ia C itru s K elt. 
The northern portion of this Sta e is 
awakening to the fact that oranges can lie 
raised there, and though thousands of doll­ 
ars will be ‘lost in the endeavor, yet they 
have thousands to replace them as fust as 
they disappear. Some years ago they pur­ 
chased very extensively of trees from this 
section—one dealer puts the figures at over 
10n,000 trees—and while some trees lived 
and furnished fruit for the late Citrus Fair, 
a very large majt rity failed to fulfill expec­ 
tations and have disappeared. Another at­ 
tempt is being made and the nurseries in 
Itos Angeles and San Bernardino counties 
are being rapidly depleted of their young 
stock to supply the demand made upon 
them J>v the adventurous fruit raisers of 
the northern belt. The world moves and 
information is being disseminated upon 
that as well a> other topics, and with the 
knowledge gained by time, study and ex­ 
perience, they may he more fortunate in 
the future than in the past. It took years 
of experience and experimenting to reach 
the citizens of our fair valley what fruits 
were the best and most profitable, and they 
still have much more to learn, every year 
bringing out and- perfecting some crude 
i lea. 
So at the north, constant experi­ 
menting and diligent investigating may yet 
find some favorite localities where they can 
raise citrus fruits of the hardier kin!s 
enough tor their home consumption and 
perhaps a few to spare for their neighbors 
at the East. The experiment, if a costly 
one for them, will furnish a market for ail 
tlie young citrus fruit trees that the nurser­ 
ies of Sou hern California can supply. 
Orovillc seems to be the most favorably 
situated to test the experiment. It has af- 
ready made some progress that way, and to 
give the matter a thorough lest they have 
organized a Citrus Association with a capi­ 
tal of $20,000, and purchased the land and 
water necessary to the setting of a large 
orange grove, a portion of which they will 
plant this season in W ashington Naval 
oranges. They should exercise great care 
in the selection of their trees to avoid, if 
possible, the introduction of the different 
scale bugs that infest some localities. The 
experiment will be watched with great in­ 
terest by all fruit raisers in th 
State.

The follow ing has been issued as an ad­ 
dress to the fruit-growers of California by 
the Board of Directors of the California 
Fruit-Growers' Association and extensively 
mailed in letter form : 
For years the fruit-growers of California 
have hoped for and sought cheaper trans­ 
portation facilities for placing their fruit ill 
Eastern markets, fio high has been the 
freight on green fruit that, to a great de­ 
gree, it restricted shipments. Those made 
were by a few, thus placing the control ol 
the Eastern markets in their hands. It is 
claimed that some of the more prominent 
ones engaged in this iuterest have opposed 
reductions in freight rates, for the reason 
that they could more easily control mark­ 
ets, aud thus make more money out of 
high rates than they could out of low rates. 
High freights kept the fruit in California, 
to find a glutted local market or rot in the 
orchard, at the option ot the grower, and 
permitted the shipper to dictate such prices 
in Eastern markets for California fruit as 
to virtually limit the purchase of I lie same 
to the rich only, thus securing enormous 
profits to those who enjoyed the privilege 
of handling California fruit. 
It was ascertained that by combining the 
fruit interests in California so that concert 
of action could he scoured in m aking ship- j 
incuts to Eastern markets, to that degree 
that fifteen-car trains could be made up, 
that then special fruit trains, run on pas­ 
senger time, would he put on by the rail­ 
road company at a rate not to exceed $1100 
per car. The fruit-growers viewed this 
proposition from a favorable standpoint, 
and meetings were called and held to take 
SUeli steps as would 


SECURE LOWER RATES, 
More buyers and shippers, botii here and 
in the East, which would necessarily result 
in placing our fruit at a price which would 
secure to us a reasonable profit, and w ithin 
the reach of the 05,000,000 of people there. 
Everything was harmonious and entirely 
salislactory until efforts were made to form 
a close and powerful corporation, such an 
organization as would place in tiie bands 
of not to exceed a half dozen men, a power 
so potent that it could with im punity dic­ 
tate such terms a> it pleased to all other in­ 
terests in grinding and marketing Califor­ 
nia fruit in the Last. There is truth in ‘.lie 
old saying that “ competition is the life of 
trade ” because it does not permit imposi­ 
tion to tie practiced, to a great degree by any 
one person or interest. 
W hen theT rusteesof the California Fruit 
Union arrogated to themselves the right 
and power to crush all who do not meekly 
submit to their dictation, it occurred t!> 
many growers, to say the least, a menace 
tw property interests, some of which almost 
entire life-times have been devoted to build­ 
ing up. Strange as it may seem, those who 
are the most active in their efforts to make 
the California Fruit Union a success upon 
the above basis, have grown rich and 
powerful under tiie old rule and condition 
of aff iir.-gsucli as have existed in the past, 
now reside in palatial mansions, an I might 
possibly take offense at being called wiiat 
they once were, and many others now* are, 
"sm all growe's." 
is it true or not that 
they, in their efforts to .centralize the fruit 
interest and thereby 


Rl*ILD UP A POWERFUL MONOPOLY, 
Are attem pting to deny to others, many of 
whom are now as poor and needy as they 
themselves once were, equal facilities for 
acquiring property and the building up of 
beautiful and happy homes? It may be 
asked, what has been said or done which 
would prove that it is the intention of the 
management of the California Fruit Union 
to prevent a reduction in freight rates on 
shipments of green fruit East, unless and 
until full, complete and absolute control of 
the same is given to it? The answer is, 
that all offers of assistance have been re­ 
jected by the controlling spirits in the 
Union, which had in view a reduction in 
freight rates only, and to leave everv mem­ 
ber in full possession of the right to'control 
and manage his property interests in his 
own way. 
That there may be no question as to the 
correctness of this statement, the following 
extracts from the statement made by 
Messrs. A. T. Hatch, President of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Union; L. W. Buck, General 
Manager of the same, and F. C. De Long, 
Treasurer of the same, at a meeting of 
fruit-growers, held at Courtland on the 
30th day of March, 18(10, are given ; 


EXPRESSIONS CITED. 
Mr. Hatch—It is better to concentrate our fruit 
and pay $600 per ear freight than to ship miscel­ 
laneously at a freight cost o í Í1 [>er ear. If it 
was sent East without any concert of action, and 
no freight charges at all, we would sillier loss. 
Mr. Buck—We must have a concentration in 
the East. 
We must have a one m an power east 
of the Kooky m ountains, no m atter how arbi­ 
trary. 
Mr. Buck—The only way the im m ense crop 
ot this State can be handled East with a profit 
is by concentration, as we have proposed. 
Mr. Tie Long—The five per cent, was put on 
theu, we do not deny it, to get the people all to 
ship to one m an. An em bargo of five per cent. 
com ¡ids them to ship on our trains. borne of them 
w ant that taken off. We decided that people 
who used the trains should pay som ething lor it 
—five per cent, on tlie gross receipts. Wc c .n- 
sidered that to be in the best interests o f the 
Fruit Union. 
Mr. Be Long—We are going to let Mr. Porter 
purchase and ship our cherries, apricots and 
early peaches. He won't allow any one ilec to do it. 
There is no doubt concentration would 
be in the interest of the Union as a monoj>- 
o/y, but how about the growers? Do mo­ 
nopolies generally prove beneficial to the 
masses? And again, would not the five 
p r cent, commission on gross sales give to 
the Managers of the Union the right to in­ 
vestigate the books of firms and individu­ 
als to ascertain the am ount due them for 
shipping, thus affording them an opportu­ 
nity of prying into the private business 
affairs of others, and thereby make it mote 
easy for the Union to accomplish that 
which its managers declare is their inten­ 
tion, to 
CRUSH ALL COMPETITION. 
Mr. De Long—If ten or twelve frait-buver- 
cume out lieie fiom the East, w ould not they 
combine against the growers? Would they not 
form a “ if you will tickle me I w ill tickle you” 
society *’ We w ant nothing oi that kind.' We 
propose to put in that place the great J Am, Mr 
1’orter, w ho knows the m arkets aud people, who 
can dictate li is own term s aud secure profitable 
prices. Low freights and a m ultiplicity of buy­ 
ers is the ven- worst thing we could" possibly 
have. The whole tiling lies in concentration. 
We have got to establish a monopoly. 
If the. Union should succeed in building 
up a monopoly, would there be anything 
to prevent Mr. Porter saying to its'mana- 
gers, ** If you will tickle nte I will tickle 
you?" 
Mr. be I-ong—Tlie General M anager will be in 
direct com m unication w ith your authorized 
ageu here. He will furnish the ears. 
Wbat- 
e er is paid the loeal agent comes out of vour 
pocket. That is a m atter beyond our province— 
something that we have nothing to do with. All 
we have to do in these m atters is to suggest. 
You buy your own boxes, pack your own fruit, 
and wo have no supervision until after it is 
loaded upon the cars, then it belongs to the 
I nion. 
Thus it appears that there is not only 
nothing gained by the grower by dealing 
through the Union, so far as the expense of 
preparing his fruit for shipm ent is con­ 
cerned, hut on the contrary, he is put to ad­ 
ditional trouble and cost, for the reason 
that when lie sells his fruit here, the buyer 
packs it at bis own expense. 


RESULT TO THE (¡ROWER. 
Therefore, it follows that in case a 
grower ships through the Union, he not 
only stands ail expense of producing the 
crop, but also assumes the additional re­ 
sponsibilities of packing and forwarding 
it to Eastern markets, and, in addition to 
the value ot his fruit, he place-* a lien upon 
his real estate as a guarantee that all costs 
incurred by the Union in shipping and 
marketing the same shall be paid. 
There is not one word in the contract 
with Porter Brothers A Co. that will com­ 
pel it to appoint agents in cities and towns 
at the East, except it is the pleasure of Mr. 
Porter to do so. The following is ali the 
contract says regarding this subject. Party 
of the second pan [Porter Brothers A C o.]: 
2. That it will Appoint efficient sub agents in 
ail the cities in said territorv w herec ir-load lots 
of said products can be sola to advantage, aud 
will m ake every reasonable effort to effect sales 
of such products. 
Regarding sub-commissions the contract 
says : 
I. T hat it [Porter Brothers & Co.J will pav ail 
expenses incurred in any way in the conduct of 
the business hereunder, including commissions 
of ail sub-agents. 
This applies to agents appointed by Mr. 
Porter. 
In cities and towns where he has 
no regular appointed agent the fruit will 
be sent to dealers who will sell and charge 
whatever commission they please, and re­ 
m it the balance to Mr. Porter, from which 
be takes his ten per cent, commission. To 
show that Mr. Porter is not bound to pay 
but very little of the expenses, the follow­ 
ing quotation is made from the contract: 
6. T hat upon the -aie of said products, it 


fPorter Brothers A Co.l will render an account 
of such sales and will prom ptly pay to the re­ 
spective shippers thereof the am ount of such 
sales, less freightage, cartage and ten per cent, 
commission, unless otherwise directed bv tlie 
General M anager ol said California F ruit Union, 
aud will prom ptly forward duplicates of said 
accounts to said last nam ed corporation. 
W hy should the account of sales be re­ 
stricted to the corporation, whose principal 
office is in San Francisco? Why not also 
send them direct to the grower? 
May it 
not take some time for the grower to ascer­ 
tain just what the n*t profits or the net 
losses on his shipments are? W hy is the 
General Manager given the power to in­ 
struct the agent of the Union not to pav to 
the grower, who ships by the Union,* the 
proceeds of the sale of his fruit, unless it is 
to anticipate losses ¡hat it is expected will 
he made on consignments ? Or, in other 
words, fruit consigned to Porter Brothers 
& Co. may not bring freight, cartage, com­ 
mission and other expenses it may be sub­ 
ject to. 
BOTH AGENT AND BUYER. 
It is claimed by the Trustees of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Union, who made the contract 
with Mr. Porter, that he has no right to 
buy fruit. 
As to whether he has the right 
to buy or not the follow’i g quotation from 
their contract with him will show. The 
party of the second part (meaning Porter 
Brothers & Co.) agrees, in division— 
S. T hat it [Porter Brothers A Co.] w ill not pur 
chase any other products, directly or indirectly 
when, in the opinion of the General Manager 
of the California Fruit Union, tiie sale of the 
same muy be detrim eutal to the interests of said 
i aliforaia I nion, and his decision in this behalf 
shall be final unless reversed by the Board. 
This unqualifiedly gives to Mr. Porter 
the right to buy until the General Mana­ 
ger, Mr. Buck, orders him to stop. This 
gives to Mr. Porter not only the right to 
buy parts of crops, but whole crops, in sncli 
proportions and quantities as he pleases, 
and that will be sufficient to cover the 
whole shipping season, and there is not 
one word in the contract to prevent him 
from doing so. 
W hat can this mean, when 
as is shown above, it is claimed by the 
trustees of the Fruit Union to lie abso­ 
lutely necessary to concentrate the entire 
handling of our fruit at the East—no m at­ 
ter how high or high low the freight may 
he—into the hands of one man, and now 
by the stipulated terms of the contract 
which they entered into with Porter Broth­ 
ers A Co., Mr. Porter has the right to pur­ 
chase fruit to any extent, and sell it at the 
East, thereby coming into competition with 
his own firm as agents for tlie Fruit Union? 


WHO W ILL BE MASTER? 
But, for argum ent sake, suppose there 
should be any difference of opinion arise 
between the agent and the managers as to 
the propriety or righ t of the agent buying, 
w ho will he in a position to command, Mr. 
Buck or Mr. Porter, who. under the terms 
of his contract with the Trustees, has full, 
complete and absolute control over all the 
fruit consigned to him , including the fruit 
of the manager? W ho is it that has the 
power to destroy or bu ild u p at will, the 
manager or the agent ? 
Is it natural to presume that his wishes 
will be antagonized by the manager, or a 
majority of tlie Board,' who adm it they 
controlled by selfish motives and interests, 
when they declare, as they have, that it :s 
their wish and determination to force ail 
who have bought ami shipped fruit East in 
the past out of the business'.' Do they not, 
by so declaring, admit they are willing to 
destroy the business and sacrifice the prop­ 
erty of others, to tlte end that they mav 
themselves be benefited? 
Is it reasonable 
to suppose those who will suffer'.hemselves 
to he controlled through selfish motives to 
such a degree will oppose The power they 
have created to crush others ? 


MUST BE TAKEN ON TRUST. 
In fact, nothing is guaranteed by Mr. 
Porter. On the contrary, however, he has 
taken very great care to protect Ids own in­ 
terests, which fact proves him to be strictly 
a businessm an. 
In the language of lie 
contract, he virtually says to Messrs. Buck, 
Hatch, De Long, Runyon and others: 
“ You are all nice gentlemen; honest, and no 
doubt mean well, and I have no doubt but 
that all the members of the Fruit Union 
are good, honest men also, but I am not 
willing to take your words for anything. It 
is not business to take any m an’s word, for 
the reason that there are so many ways to 
get out of it. 
1 want you to bind your­ 
selves in a contract with me that you will 
do as you say you will, then I will feelsafe, 
but not otherwise. Of course, you all know 
rue, and know that it is not necessary for 
me to go to the trouble of giving any guar­ 
antee which would compel me to tío right 
by you, and thereby protect your interests, 
for you know that I will do right; that I 
will do the best I can for you so long as it 
will not interfere with my interests. That 
is the reason why I stipulated in my con­ 
tract with you that you should make good 
all deficiencies caused by carloads bringing 
less than freight, cartage and my commis­ 
sion.” 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT-GROWERS 
ASSOCIATION. 
The purpose of the California Fruit­ 
Growers’ Association is not (like that of tlie 
Union) to form a close corporation into 
which everybody is to be either drawn or 
else punished to the death and driven out of 
tlie fruit-growing or fruit-shipping busi­ 
ness. The association’s object is to place 
everybody on an equal favorable footing in 
question of shipping their fruit. 
We are 
willing our members shall sell their fruits 
to Porter or any one else whom they 
choose. W hat we are concerning ourselves 
about is, that all of our growers shall have 
market for their marketable fruit. W hether 
this is obtained by our securing a low rate 
of freight so that growers can ship and 
market their own fruit ; or that thereby the 
shippers can afford to pay them better 
prices, and that by reason of lower freights 
buyers and shippers are multiplied and bet­ 
ter prices obtained, or lastly, that Porter A 
Co., by reason of augmented competition of 
shippers, are compelled to give up the 
policy which it is claimed they practiced in 
the past, ot only letting so much fruit be 
shipped East as will giv, exorbitant prices, 
aud now be required to sell at a lair profit, 
and thus 


FINI) A MARKET FOR ALL OF OUR FRUIT. 
The association does not care in which of 
these ways the benefit comes to the grower. 
\\ hat wc desire is that a profitable market 
be opened up for all of our fruit, and that 
this shall not be barred by a combination 
iq monopoly having a sole head at Chicago, 
to whom our interests m ust be assigned, 
over whom we have na control; or, if we 
send to other consignees, we shall not be 
compelled to pay a penalty of five per cent, 
upon the gross receipts, including the cost 
of shipment, drayage. etc. 
In becoming a member of the association 
no surrender of your personal rights are 
demanded. A member does not have to 
obligate him self while acting through the 
association, not to sell his fruit, or. if lie 
does, that tlie sentence of a self-invoked 
penalty will be nrononneed upon him for 
so doing, in the shape of a five percent, 
tax. or $50 per car for shipment to any other 
consignee than the agent of tlie Union at 
Chicago. NYither are there any princely 
salaries attached to any of the offices of the 
association, as there are to those of tlie 
Union, equal to inanv of the best offices 
under the State Government, including the 
Controller, Secretary of State, State Treas­ 
urer and others. 
Because^ of the economical principles 
upon which the association is formed, 
twenty cents per share will go further and 
accomplish more for the growers, than one 
dollar per share would upon a more ex­ 
travagant plan. The one great object to be 
gained by giving support to the Fruit­ 
Growers’ Association is, a reduction in 
freight rates on fruit East, and without sur­ 
rendering the control of vour fruit to any 
one man or interest.

It. B. Millard, of Cornwall Bridge, Conn- 
caught an Albino partridge recently. 
H . V. Beazley, of Crawfordsville, Ga.. 
has killed over 1,200 partridges during the 
last season. 
The money value of the poultry of 
France yearly is estimated a t : Fowls $36 - 
000,000; eggs, $14,500,000. 
An American bittern twentv-jseven inch­ 
es long was captured last Thursday in the 
streets of Kast Liverpool, O. 
Four sportsmen of Lafayette, Ind.. killed 
250 ducks and six large swans in a two- 
days’ hunt in the K ankakee swamps. 
Paul Boyton, now in California, is rivaled 
by a horse in the same State, which re­ 
cently swam twelve miles in live hours. 
At Hammonton, N. J., there is an incu­ 
bating establishment at which six thousand 
eggs can be artiticiall hatched at one time. 
A spiny African caterpillar, seven inches 
long and of a steel-gray color, was exhib­ 
ited at a recent meeting of the Liunean So­ 
ciety of London. 
A woodcock llew against a telegraph wire 
in New street, just back of the New York 
Stock Exchange. 
It fell to the street 
stunned, arad soon died. 
To pluck an ostrich, it is driven into a 
\ -shaped inclosure ami a stocking pulled 
over its head. U nlike the mule, the ostrich 
never kicks unless it can 
see what it is 
driving at. 
H enry Durand, of Atlanta, Ga., has a 
mocking-bird which is known by fanciers 
all over the country. It is probably the 
finest singer in the United States, and is 
not for sale. 
Major Ballard, of Madison, Ga.. killed a 
white crow am id a fiock of black mates. It 
was perfectly white, with the exception of 
its iiead, which was as black as those of the 
other crows. 
Miss Jennie Niclioll, of N ashville,Tenn., 
caught a strange bird near that city on 
»\ ednesduy last, which is supposed to be a 
species of wild guinea hen. 
Its body is 
gray, and its head jet black. 
It feet are 
partly webbed, and it lias a long ivory- 
colored bill with a jet black tip. 
The finest tiger in America, it is said, 
was received at the Philadelphia Zoological 
Gardens, Saturday. 
H e is one of three 
cubs born in the Antwerp Garden, 1SS2, 
and is not yet 4 years old. 
He is rem ark­ 
ably well developed for bis age, weighing 
about 4Ó0 pounds. 
His head is enormous. 
Peter W are, of Washington, Ga.. found 
five young foxes the other day whose eyes 
were not yet open. 
He took them home 
and turned them over to a dog whose pup­ 
pies had just been killed. She received 
them kindly, and seems to think as much 
of them as though thev were her own little 
ones. 
Noting correspondence in London Land 
and Water to the effect that a case of a 
m ule’s pregnancy has been authenticated, 
Turf, Fichl and Farm says: “ Although 
unusual, it is by no means a soiitarv in­ 
stance.

As fast 
as they foil the cow* tramped them under 
her feet, and thus cauie to the surface and 
walked away. 
The training-m aster of a big Eastern me­ 
nagerie says: “ Next season 1 shall not 
only train a flock of geese, but a large 
num ber of sheep also, aud if I succeed with 
these, I shall try some other kinds of ani­ 
mals, for 1 believe with patience and kind­ 
ness any kind of gentle anim al and bird, 
ami even snakes, mav be taught to perform 
tricks.”

A sturgeon was caught in the river in 
front ot New Orleans a few days ago.

It the anim al is fractious or stub­ 
born he takes the kinks out by deliberately 
seizing it by theearsand hutting it squarely 
in the forehead until it falls to its knees. 
This is generally done at the second or 
third butt, when the old parson steps be­ 
hind and drives ahead again. 
A Maine fisherman, who used to sail the 
s uthern sea?, reports that he saw a sea ser­ 
pent the other day o f Wells. 
It was like 
one he once saw in the Caribbean Sea, ex­ 
cept that he has grown considerably. It 
held its head, the size of a barrel, high in 
the ai?, its eyes, as big as saucers, gleamed 
with a marvelous light, and its huge open 
m outh was armed witli triple rows of 
teeth. The paper that r ports this says the 
old salt is not addicted to drink. 


P o c k e t-H u n tin g . 
Gold pocket-hunting is separate and dis­ 
tinct from any other character of prospect­ 
ing. 
There are not more than a half dozen 
men on the Pacific eoa-t who have reduced 
pocket-hunting to a science and can trace 
with unerring certainty gold-bearing float 
quartz to its source. 
By close observance 
they have discovered that when gold quartz 
becomes detached from a vein by the de­ 
cay of ages, coupled with the erosive ac­ 
tion of the elements, and drifts down the 
sloping side of a hill or m ountain, the float 
spreaels out in the form of a fan or triangle 
from the point from which it had become 
detached. 
W hen the experienced pocket- 
liunter finds a piece of rich float he imme 
diately sel» about seeking the source from 
which it drifted by the following ingenious 
m ethod : 
He draws an imaginary line on 
the side of the hill, parallel with the sum ­ 
mit. and pans the dirt along this line to the 
right as long as he can find the “ color.” 
W hen he fails to find color in that direc­ 
tion he is convinced that he has passed be­ 
yond the point where the float has drifted 
from 
the pocket. 
He 
then returns 
along 
the base of the im aginary 
tri­ 
angle 
to the 
point where 
he" first 
began 
panning and 
proceeds 
in the 
same m anner to the left until he is satisfied 
that he has passed the line of the drift on 
that side. 
He then returns to the center of 
the base of the triangle, and ascending the 
hill goes through the same process, the base 
ot the triangle continually narrowing as he 
approaches the point of the triangle front 
where the float drifted, and pans until the 
“ colors ' give out in ascending. 
He is now 
satisfied from experience that the eagerly 
sought for pocket lies Ik tween the point be­ 
low win re he found the last color and the 
point above where he failed to find it, the 
two prospect holes being separated by only 
a few feet. He now runs a cut between the 
two points, and invariably finds the exact 
point in the hidden vein where the rich 
float drifted ftom. and uncovers the pocket, 
which sometimes contains only a few ounces 
of the yellow metal, and again pans out 
fortunes. It requires great patience and 
care to follow up the float successfully, and 
the enthusiastic prospector, if water is con­ 
venient. camps on the spot and labors dili­ 
gently and cheerfully, in the certain knowl­ 
edge that he will be richly rewarded for his 
toil when the source of the float is found.

G. \V\ Wray, five miles east of 
Tulare, pastured thirteen head of cows 
three m onths on thirteen acres of alfalfa. 
He then took the stock otf, allowed the 
alfalfa to make hay, and got twenty-six 
tons. The next crop went to seed, and 
here are the returns from the entire crop : 
Twenty-six tons Of hay, at $4. $104 : 11,508 
pounds of seed, at 8 cents, $990 01; thirteen 
tons ot straw, at $.3,$39: three m onths’ pas­ 
turage of thirteen hea t of cows, a*. $1 50 
per head, $58 50; total income, $1,197 14; 
expense ot cutting, hauling and thrashing, 
$220 59 : net income. $970 04, or $70 15 per 
acre.—!

REPORT FOR 
APRIL, 


Sh ow ing a C om parison o f M eteorological I>ata for tlie Month o f A pril for th e I’n«, 
M ii« Y ears. 
The month of April shows u mean tem perature of 3.8 below an average of thirty, 
three years. The year that gave a high mean tem perature in April, also precipitated 
the least rain thoseyears, being 1857 and 1875, having a mean average tem perature of 63° 
each, and only depositing a sprinkle of rain, being the only two years in tliirty-six, hut 
which gave an appreciable am ount of rain, which is rather a striking coincidence. The 
average mean tem perature of many years (thirty-three), for April, is 59 3, and the mean 
for the month just past was 55.5. The past m onth-and April, 1885, gave the lowest 
tem perature recorded in eight years, that being 39° in April last year as well as last 
m onth. The sum mary accompanying the following table will be i'ound to contain val­ 
uable and interesting items, showing the equability of our climate, r girding its tem ­ 
perature at certain periods o f the days, that is at 4 A. M., 8 a . m .. 12 M., 4 e. m . anil 8 p. M. 
It will be noticed by the table that during the past seven years we have had a high 
river, ranging from 19.8 to 24.5:

F ooth ill Fruit anil I.¡iml*. 
The eagerness with which fruit buyers 
have sought the pear crop of this sectiou for 
several years past for shipment to Eastern 
m arkets,and the very high praise bestowed 
by them upon the quality of the fruit, has 
shown our fruit-raisers that there is a mine 
of wealth to be opened in the foothills of 
of this county by the raising of pears, 
apples, plums and prunes, which can all be 
raised to perfection at an altitude as high 
as 2,600 feet above sea-level, while at lower 
elevations, grapes, figs. oranges and a va­ 
riety of other fruits and berries will always 
he certain crops. Our fruit men have been 
learning a great ileal in the last few years, 
and now instead of seeking the low situa­ 
tions. which contain the most moisture, 
for their orchards and vineyards, they find 
that hillsides are much to be preferred, and 
that water for irrigation is by no means the 
necessity that has been so generally sup­ 
posed. Of this hill laud, so long neglected, 
there is an abundance to be had through­ 
out all of this region, and at sm all prices 
compared to what they can be purchased 
for in five years from now. 
It is perhaps 
safe to say there is a large am ount of the 
kind of land under consideration that can 
be bought at front $4 to $0 per acre that is 
as valuable for all the purposes of fruit 
culture as that which sells for $50, $100, 
and more per acre in 
those 
locali­ 
ties in the State where fruit-raising has 
become a business of local value and im­ 
portance. 
It is to be considered that all of 
this land is within a convenient distance 
of railroad transportation, and that none 
of the fruit to be raised in all the region 
hereabout will have a wagon haul of but a 
few miles. Our citizens have not, hereto­ 
fore, realized the value of these lands, hut 
they are beginning to, and some are far­ 
sighted enough to see that every acre of 
foothill land will be sought foi, and held 
ip private ownership in a few years more. 
There is a bonanza of wealth in them for 
those who will show faith by putting in­ 
telligent and well directed work upon 
them .—[Grass Valley Union. 


Tha D ried F ru it In dustry. 
Lower freight rates and improved m eth­ 
ods of packing will increase the shipment 
of our green fruits greatly. Bettereanning 
processes as well as shipping facilities will 
help solve the problem of the disposal of 
the increasing fruit product. But after all 
we believe that the dried fruit industry will 
play a more im portant part in the sale of 
our deciduous fruits than either green ship­ 
ments or canning. It will not pay to ship 
anything but the first quality of fruit green, 
and then there are great risks owing to its 
perishable character. The canneries can 
utilize only the best fruit, and the expense 
of the process m ust always remain greater 
than that of evaporation. Fruit drying can 
be carried on in a small way at points re- 
motefrom railroad.-,andin settlementswhere 
there is not fruit enough to ship green or 
supply a cannery. The set'ond quality can 
be dried, and then in its lightness, com­ 
pactness, in its im m unity from damage in 
shipping or keeping, and in the fact that it 
can be held fur low freights or better prices 
the evaporated fruit ha* market! advantages 
over the green or canned. Small country 
dealers can handle it in the East in towns 
where the green fruit could not go, and 
where the canned goods are too expensive 
for the masses of the people. In the coun­ 
try towns in the East during six months in 
the year the only dried fruits to be found 
in the stores are villainous dried apples 
and wormy prunes. Immense quantities 
of dried apricots, peaches, prunes, etc., 
could be sold at figures within the reach of 
'* common people.” 
The masses in the 
East have yet to get their first taste of Cali­ 
fornia dried fruits, and let them once he 
introduced and handled by the country 
dealers and a big trade is assured.—[Onta­ 
rio (Cal. i Record. 


P rem atu re B ald n ess. 
G Lassar has continued his observations 
on the nature of premature baldness, and 
has further convinced him self of the com- 
niunicability of at least the form associ­ 
ated with dandrulT. When the hairs which 
fall o f in such cases are collected, rubbed 
up with vaseline, and the ointment so made 
is rubbed among die fur of rabbits or 
white mice, baldness rapidly makes itself 
visible on the parts so treated. That this is 
not done by the vaseline was shown by an- 
nointing other animals with the vaseline 
alone, which produced no effect whatever, 
lie considers that the disease is spread by 
hairdressers, who 
employ combs 
and 
brushes on their customers, one after an­ 
other, without any regular cleansing of 
those articles after each time they ure used. 
During frequent visits to the hairdressers, 
it can scarcely fail that brushes are used 
which have been shortly before dressing 
the hair of one affected with so common 
a complaint as 
scaly 
baldness. 
Fe­ 
males are less often affected with this 
form of baldness, because 
the 
hair­ 
dresser 
more 
frequently 
attends 
to them at their own homes, and there 
uses their combs and brushes. In order to 
prevent as tar as possible the commence­ 
ment of prem ature 
baldness, the hair 
should be cut and dressed at home, and 
with one s own implements, and these 
thoroughly clean. 
\\ hen it has begun, the 
following mode of treatment is suggested: 
The scalp is to be daily well soaped with 
tar or fluid glycerine potash soap, which is 
to be rubbed in for til teen minutes firmly. 
The head is then to be drenched with first 
warm water, and then gradually colder 
water. A two per cent, corrosive sublimate 
lotion is next to be pretty freely applied. 
The head is then to be dried, anil the roots 
of the hair are to have a one per cent, so­ 
lution of nupthol in spirit rubbed into 
them. 
Finally, a pomade of one and orie- 
half to two per cent, of carbolic or salicylic 
oil is to be used on the head. This treat­ 
ment has now in many eases brought the 
disease not only to a stand, but the Lair 
lias been to a considerable extent restored.

CHINA’S GREAT WALL. 


Som e In terestin g F act* C on cerning th e 
C elestia ls’ W alled D efen ses. 
Of course we had to go to the great wall 
of China, says a Pekin correspondent of the 
Davenport Democrat. 
China abounds in 
great walls, ller mural defenses were most 
extensive—walled country, walled cities, 
walled villages, walled palaces and tem ­ 
ples—wall alter wall and wall within wall. 
But the greatest ot all is the Great W all of 
China, which crests the m ountain range 
and crosses the gorge from here sonto forty 
miles away. To go to Pekin and not go 
out to the wall would be unpardonable. It 
matters not that the Pekin wall is higher 
aud wider, nor that the way is cold and 
rough and often perilous—you m ust go and 
see the Great Wall. 
Six mortal hours to make the last fifteen 
miles. Squeezing through the last deep 
gorge and a deep rift in solid rock, cut out 
by ages of rolling wheels and tram ping 
feet, we reach the great frowning, doubte- 
bastioned gate of stone and liard-burned 
brick—one archway tumbled in. This was 
the object of our mission—tliegreat wall of 
China, built 213 years before our era ; built 
of great slabs of well-hewn stone, laid in 
regular courses some twenty feet high, and 
then topped out with large, hard-burned 
brick, filled in with earth, and closely 
paved on the top .with more dark, tawny 
brick—the ram parts high and thick and 
castellated for use of arms. Right aud left 
the great wall sprung far up the m ountain 
side—now straight, now curved, to meet 
the m ountain ridge, turreted each 390 feet 
—a frowning mass of masonry. No need 
to tell you of this w all; the books will tell 
you that—how it was built to keep the war­ 
like Tartars out—twenty-five feet high by 
forty thick, 1,200 miles long, with room on 
top for six horses to b e rode abreast. 
Nor 
need I tell you that for 1,400 years it kept 
those hordes at bay, nor that in the main 
the material used upon it is just as good 
and firm and strong as when put in place. 
To tell you how one feels while standing 
on this vast work, scrutinizing its old ma­ 
sonry, its queer old cannon, and ambitions 
sweep along the m ountain crest, were only 
folly. In speechless awe we strolled or sat 
and gazed in silent wonder. Twelve hun­ 
dred miles of this gigantic work, built on 
the rugged, craggy m ountain tops, vaulting 
over gorges, spanning wild streams, netting 
the river archways with huge, hard bars ol 
copper; with double gates, with swinging 
doors and bars set thick w ith iron arm or— 
a wonder in the world, before which the 
old-time classic seven wonders, all gone 
now save the great, pyram id—were toys. 
Tliegreat pyram id has 85,000.000 cubic feet, 
the great w ill 0,350,000,000 cubic feet. 
An 
engineer in Seward’s party here some years 
ago gave it as his opinion that the cost of 
this wall, figuring labor at the same rate, 
would more than equal that of all the 100,­ 
000 miles of railroad in the United States. 
The material it contains would build a 
wall six feet high and two feet thick right 
straight around the globe. Y et this was 
done in only twenty years, without a trace 
of debt or bond. 
It is the greatest individ­ 
ual labor the world has ever known. 
You 
stand before it as before the great Omnipo­ 
tent—bowed and silent.

Of the many hardships with which tl.e 
pioneer has hud to contend, none have per­ 
haps been greater than that of providing 
his family with the necessary fuel for win­ 
ter. Twisted hay has been the settler’s 
main fuel, for with soft coal at $8 and 
hard coal at $12 per ton, but few could 
afford the luxury of a coal fire. 
W hile 
twisted hay is not to be sneezed at as a heat 
producer, still it has had its draw backs; 
not the least of which has been the time 
consumed in preparing it. 
How often has 
a settler been called Irom his work to 
“ twist just a few twists” to finish a baking! 
None but those who have been there can 
have an idea of the annoyance and loss of 
time caused by fulfilling just such little re­ 
quests. 
In winter, if one depends oil hay. 
it is nothing but twist, twist, twist, and 
wben the hay is twisted it keeps one warm 
to feed it to tlie stove. If you sit down to 
write you must rise at every period and put 
a twist in the stove, and if you forget it for 
ever so short a time you will find yourself 
sneezing and catching cold. 
But now all that is done away with. : 
Some enterprising Yankee in the vicinity ¡ 
of Mitchell has invented an attachm ent for ¡ 
cook-stoves which is (lie wonder and ad- ¡ 
miration of the country. The apparatus is * 
nothing more nor less than a sheet-iron ! 
boiler, about the shape of an ordinary wash f 
boiler, only deeper. To operate it you stuff'1 
the boiler full of flax straw or loose bay— 1 
the flax straw is preferable- and, taking"off 
the griddles over the fire-box of the stove. ’ 
you place the boiler upside down over the .

ABOUT WAR HORSES. 


F rom 
B u cep h alu s D ow n to S ton ew all 
J a ck so n ’s C harger. 
There is, perhaps, nothing connected with 
the “ romance of war" as to which the pop­ 
ular imagination indulges in more extrava­ 
gant flights than the subject of chargers 
which once carried great soldiers upon the 
field of honor. 
\Y e know from 1’lutarcli 
that, with the exception of Alexander the 
Great, no man dared to mount Bucephalus, 
the noble war steed upon whose head a 
black mark resembling an ox was im ­ 
pressed, the rest of his body, like that of 
Napoleon s favorite charger, being white. 
It was represented that Bucephalus always 
knelt down when approached by his mas­ 
ter, and that while the pair were taking 
part in the great engagement which was 
fatal to Porus, the Indian monarch, Buce­ 
phalus 
received a heavv 
wound, and 
dropped dead after carrying the Macedo­ 
nian King out of battle and landing him in 
a safe soot. The horse was said to have 
been 30 years old when he died, and as an 
affectionate tribute to his memory, A lex­ 
ander built a city called after him upon the 
banks of the Hvdaspes. Who, again, that 
has read Southey's fascinating “ Chronicle 
of the Cid” can have forgotten Bavieca, the 
charger whom Spain’ssemi-mvthical cham­ 
pion bestrode in a hundred battles ? 
It is 
related by Southey that when Roderigo 
Ruy Diaz—commonly called the *• Cid,” 
from an Arabic word meaning the “Chief” 
or “ Lord”—was taken in his boyhood to 
choose a horse, he passed «ver tlie best 
steeds and selected a shabby-looking colt. 
His godfather accordingly called the boy 
“ bavieca, 1 or a booby, for making such a 
silly choice, and thus the name devolved 
upon 
the 
horse, 
who 
survived 
his 
master for two years and a half, and 
finally was buried at Valencia. 
Alter the 
death of the Cid no man was permitted to 
get upon tlie back of Bavieca, who, may, 
therefore, be said to have died in oilor of 
sanctity. Scarcely less poetical is the legend 
adapted by tbe great it alian poet Ariosto 
in connection with Bnlarilo, or Bavardo, 
the famous steed of Rinaldo, and once the 
property of Amadis of Gaul. 
It is recorded by Ariosto that Bolardo 
was discovered in a grotto by tlie wizard* 
Malagigi, who gave him, anil the magic 
record Fusberta. which was found in tlie 
same spot, to the wizard’s cousin, Rinaldo. 
Readers of Hom er are aware that nearly 
every chieftain who fought furor against 
Troy had some celebrated horse or horses 
which he drove in his chariot, and upon 
whom Homer bestowed a name or names. 
Coming down to our own times w hat a 
wealth of affection has been lavished since 
1815 upon Copenhagen, the thoroughbred 
cliesnut charger bestridden bv tlie Duke of 
Wellington at tbe battle of Waterloo. 
We 
know from the “ Stud Book” that Copen­ 
hagen was a gradsoti of Eclipse, and that 
he was bred by General Grosvenor in 1808. 
After running unsuccessfully as a race horse 
in 1811 and 1812. Copenhagen was sold by 
General Grosvenor to Lord Londonderry, 
who took him out to the Peninsula, where, 
shortly alter the battle of Salamanca, he 
was bought from Lord Londonderry by the 
Earl i»f \\ ellington—such wasthen ourgrcat 
captain's title—for 400 guineas. 
< 'opeuhagen was—as the late Sir Tatton 
Svkes often loved to rem ind his hearers—a 
little horse, standing about half an inch 
over lilieen hands in bight. The Duke was 
in the habit of saying that no day was long 
enough to tire him, anil that no sight or 
sound, however unexpected, could make 
him start. 
It would perhaps have been 
better it Copenhagen had tired somewhat 
on that last anil most famous day which 
saw him carry the Iron Duke upon a bat­ 
tlefield. 
It Is related by Colonel Gurwood 
that, when the Duke descended from the 
saddle which he had occupied for eighteen 
consecutive hours, Copenhagen let flv with 
both hind legs, and narrowly missed bis 
master’s head and chest. The incident oc­ 
curred in the little Belgian village from 
which the great battle, fought two miles 
away upon the plateau of Mont St. Jean, 
takes its im mortal name. Despite his mi * - 
Oehavior, Copenhagen was brought back to 
England, and enjoyed what our transat­ 
lantic kinsmau call “ a high old tim e” be­ 
tween 1815 and his death in 1825. 
H e was 
7 years old when he carried the Duke at 
\\ aterloo, and 17 when he died full of 
honor at Strathfleldsaye. 
W henever the 
Duchess was at the country seat in H am p­ 
shire, gi ven by this nation to her illustrious 
husband, she made a point of carrying a bit 
of bread every day after luncheon to her 
favorite in the paddock. 
In addition, she 
frequently wore a bracelet made of Copen­ 
hagen s hair, and when the old horse died 
he was buried with full military honors, 
the Duke and Duchess themselves being 
chief mourners. 
It is commonly asserted that veneration 
ts everywhere dying out. ami that it is ex­ 
tinguished beyond hope of resurrection in 
the great trans-Atlantic republic. 
A story 
which has just reached us from Richmond, 
Va., seems to tell a very different tale.

Kilaueu'? B o tto m less C rater, 
A letter received from Charles M. Row­ 
ley has the fo'lowing: 
“ Mrs. Rowiev. my 
sun charles and myself, with seven'other 
ladies and gentlemen from Australia, vis­ 
ited the great volcano known as Kilauea, 
on the island of Hawaii, live hundred miles 
-from Honolulu, and nearly three thousand 
-miles front San Francisco. 
We left Hono­ 
lulu hy steamer, and after a stormy voyage 
of two days landed in Hawaii, and them e 
went on mules over thirty miles of lava 
beds until we reached the crater of Kilauea, 
now seven thousand feet above the sea. 
W e descended at night into the crater and 
walked a distance of three miles over lava 
until we reached the burning lake. This 
was very active, and we sat fur hours on 
the brink of the great lake of tire, which 
was at least three miles long by one and a 
half wide. The waves of fire were running 
very high, often one hundred feet, while 
eruptions were of frequent occurrence, 
throwing molten lava into the air hundreds 
of feet with n noise that was deafening. 
“ Now fur our narrow escape. This en­ 
tire lava area, including mil* s around the 
lake*, the very spot where we sat down and 
passed hours, the three miles of pathwav 
aerms the lava beds upon which we walked, 
within forty-eight hours after we loft, was 
completely destroyed, the whole having 
fallen in and leaving an open crater, miles 
in extent and apparently fathomless. This 
was followed by forty-three distinct shocks 
of earthquake, lasting for a period of four­ 
teen hours. The whole party felt thankful 
for their narrow escape from an awful 
doom, and will remember the rest of their 
days how near they came to u journey to 
the center of the earth.”—[Poughkeepsie 
Dispatch.
